The Coast and Geodetic Survey,- a commissioned 


service of the U. S. government, is now celebrating 
its 150th year of operation. Cmdr. Bolstad, 53, has 
charge of the Survey's local district— Southern Cali- 
fornia, the southern portion of Nevada, and all of Ari- 
zona. Though little publicized, the Survey's activities 
constantly touch your life and your security. 


THE ACCURATE location of your back fence de- 


pends upon the Survey's needle-sharp calculations, as 
does the precise locatipn.jaf rocket-launching sites. • 


Highway engineers tie their planning to the bu- 


reau's survey markings. 


Clam hunters and skin divers frequently time their 


activities by consulting the Survey's tidal information. 


Planners of earth satellites and missions to outer 


space orient themselves at the Survey. 


~-^. • 
-IN THE PACIFIC, the Survey maintains a sea 


arave warning system. It was this network that warned 
the Hawaiian Islands in 1952 of a submarine earth- 
quake whose tidal wave otherwise would have taken 
a tragic toll of lives. 


Fishermen and shipowners sailing to and from Long 


Beach landings read the Survey's tide tables as avidly 
as some folk read novels banned in Boston. The infor- 
mation they get from these tables can mean the dif- 
ference between bon voyage and disaster. Southern 
California stations, funneling their data to the central 
tide gauge station in Los Angeles' outer harbor, help 
the Survey tell the tide story a year in advance. 


The problem of earth subsidence has cost millions 


of dollars in this community. A special tide gauge, 
operated by the Survey for a time at Terminal Island, 
has taken readings which may some day play a part 
in solving that. 


THE COAST and Geodetic Survey is, by way of 


contrast with some federal bureaus, a service which 
the general public .hears little about but which would 
be sorely missed if it weren't there. 


Back in 1807, Congress wanted to determine for

Just how is he won? 


" If you -take the case histories 
of last year's two top winners, 
you won't find any pattern. Er- 
nest Borgnine and Anna Magna- 
nl could not have sought the 
awards in more divergent ways. 
Yet it's doubtful if either could 
have won any other way. '"till, 
their cases are reasonably typi- 
cal, so let's examine them. 


First, scandal magazines to 


the contrary, Oscar can't be 
bought. It's true that a winner 
may spend $10,000 on a success- 
ful campaign. But the losers 
may spend twice as much. 


"MARTY," the movie which 


made a major star of Borgnine 
and won as last year's best pic- 
ture, cost only $343,000 to make. 


Yet, 
Hecht-Lancaster, 
the 


makers, and United Artists, the 
distributors, spent more than 
half a million advertising it. It 
was money well invested, for the 
picture now has grossed more 
than six million. 


Hollywood publicity men look 


upon the "Marty" campaign 
with reverence and awe. It is 
now cited as a model. 


Publicity man behind the cam- 


paign was Walter Seltzer, since 
turned producer. 


Seltzer recalls he knew he had

the moment he first saw a rough 
. cut of the film.

When 
Oscar 
time 
rolled 


'around, Seltzer had exposed 
"Marty" and Borgnine like a 
nudist camp. The two were shoo- 
ins for the awards. 


Goodnatured, friendly Borg- 


nine put himself in Seltzer's 
hands. He showed up at every 
function, premier, party in town. 


"To know Ernie is to love 


him," says Seltzer. "That part 
was simple." 


"Marty," of course, was a shy 


butcher. When a big supermar- 
ket opened in Santa Monica a 
few days before the awards, cus- 
tomers found Borgnine behind 
the meat counter complete with 
cap and apron. 


CORNY, MAYBE, but it paid 


off. Borgnine's performance was 
a memorable one but so were 
those by James Cagney, Frank 
Sinatra and James Dean. Hecht- 
Lancaster then was a small in- 
dependent. It didn't, like MGM, 
employ hundreds of academy 
members who might vote in the 
so-called studio loyalty group. 


It was Borgnine's first star- 


ring role. He hadn't been around 
for years like Cagney nor could 


fabulous fabric— 


sensational values!

micks that overcame these men- 
acing obstacles. 


First off he started a daily se-

Each ad was clever 
and each had the same cartoon 
drawing of Borgnine dialing a 
pay phone—a key scene in the 
movie. 


By the time the awards came, 


everybody but the blind knew 
about Borgnine and "Marty." 


THE OTHER WAS a psycho- 


logical gimmick that made mod- 
erate income voters and opinion 
makershfeel like studio tycoons. 


Whenever someone in the vot- 


ing group wanted to entertain 
his friends or neighbors, Seltzer 
sent over a 16-mm print of 
"Marty" complete with projec- 
tion equipment and projection- 
ist 


Only the big producers and 


stars normally see current mo- 
vies in their homes. . 


"We had 160 such private 


showings," Seltzer recalls. "We 
knew Ernie and the picture de- 
served an Oscar. It was just a 
case of selling good merchan- 
dise." 


So successful was th* sell that 


the night Borgnine won his Os- 
car, he presented miniature ones 
to Seltzer and his assistant, Ar- 
thur Wilde. 


"They won it too," Borgnine 


explained gratefully. 


MAGNANI, in contrast, re- 


fused to do anything her pub- 
licity advisers wanted. When 
producer Hal Wallis asked her 
to come to New York to attend 
the opening of "The Rose Tat- 
too," she cabled no thanks. 


"Magnani wants to be judged 


only on her performance, not her 
handshaking ability," she told 
Wallis. It was an answer in 
keeping with her outspoken Ital- 
ian character and it worked with 
the voters. - 


Insiders say she captured the 


so-called snob vote of the acad- 
emy—those in Hollywood who 
looked down their noses at Os- 
car politicking. That and the 
.votes she picked up from her 
outstanding performance got her 
an Oscar. She still hasn't left 
Rome. 


OSCAR VOTING is a top se- 


cret affair, so secret that even 
George Seaton, the president of 
the Academy, is just as sur- 
prised as the television viewers 
when the winners are announced. 


This year 16,721 members of 


the motion picture industry 
guilds are eligible to vote for 
the nominations. Actors nomi- 
nate actors, directors nominate 
directors and musicians nomi- 
nate songs. 


But the ultimate winners are 


picked only by the 1,770 mem- 
bers of the academy. These come 
from the creative branches of 
the industry—actors, directors, 
writers, designers and the'like— 
all recognized craftsmen in their 
particular branches. 


THE ONLY PEOPLE who 


know the winners beforehand 
are a few close-mouthed tabu- 
lators of the firm of Price Wa- 
terhouse & Co., certified public 
accountants. 


What does Oscar mean to a 


picture?

Science has the know-how to send you flying to the moon 


now. But it probably would be a one-way trip. 


Or you might 'blast off for Mars, but chances are you'd 


disintegrate into a speck of space dust before you set foot on 
the Red Planet. 


This isn't science-fiction. It's fact. 
Five hundred leading scientists got together at the nation's 


first Astronautics Symposium in San Diego last week and 
formally opened the age of space flight. 


They agreed space flight is possible now, but that many 


problems must be solved before that trip can be practical. 


And they were warned these problems must be solved soon, 


because Russia reportedly is sending rockets . carrying live 
animals into space "and that indicates where they are headed 
and what they intend to do."

WARNING, came 
from Maj. Gen. Bernard A. 


Schriever, commander of the Western Development Division 
of. the Air Research and Development Command at Inglewood. 


Space superiority will win the wars of the future, he said.

WHILE CIVILIAN and military scientists have been active- 


ly building up to the conquest of space since the end of World 
War II, the first spectacular step will come when artificial 
satellites are launched .into orbits around earth sometime 


during the International,Geophysical Year. 


IGY will last from next July 1 to. Dec. 31, 1958. .. 
, 


During this time,' American scientists will send up at least 


a dozen satellites—basketball-size metal spheres packed with 
instruments to record conditions out of earth's atmosphere. 


Other, larger, satellites will follow—orbiting about earth 


at distances,ranging from a 'few hundred to a thousand miles. 


Instruments contained in .them will 'test the effects of such 


factors as cosmic radiation and hurtling meteorites. 


With this information, science will be able to plan a 


manned satellite—a "space station."

WING-BACK SOFA 


JJVERY SCHOOLBOY knows way, as men and horses usually 


about the ride of Paul Re- 
go in circles in a' storm such as 
vere, but few know about the 
ride of Portugee Philips. 


This ride, which took place in 


1866, is one of the unsung epics 
of the West 


John Philips, otherwise known 


as Portugee Philips, was a civil- 
ian scout at Fort Phil Kearney 
In the Powder River country of 
eastern Wyoming. It was a far, 
lonesome outpost in the Sioux 
territory at the foot of the Big 
Horn Mountains. Col. Henry 
Beebe Carrington started it July 
17, 1866. The Indians made their 
first attack July 24. Up to Dec. 
31 the Sioux had killed 154 men 
and wounded 20 more. Also, they 
captured 700 head of livestock 
and made 51 hostile demonstra- 
tions.

of the Civil War.

Col. Carrington 
said, "Capt. Fetterman, you 
take 40 men and protect that 
train — but do not pursue the 
Indians beyond Lodge Trail 
Ridge." 


When the captain saw the In- 


dians were making a break to 
get out of his line of fire he dis- 
regarded those orders and said, 
"Come on, men, let's go get 
rem!" That was a sad decision 
because he and all his men were 
killed.

turn the colonel went to see 
what had happened. A sorry 
sight met his eyes. He ordered 
his men to bring back the dead, 
though it was 30 degrees below 
zero.

to create an illusion of height 
with curls, fluff, pompadour, or 
flatness with bangs. Effect on 
sides is determined by the mass 
outline of the face, such as 
heart, square, round, oval and 
inverted triangle. 


In the end, the hairdresser 


strives to create the illusion of 
. the oval face, which, he explains, 
is the perfectly shaped face. 


After determining the shape 


of the face he must next find 
out the amount of curl in the 
patron's hair and whether it is 
natural or a permanent. He then 
considers the type of profile: 
chin line protruding or receding, 
nose too long or too short, fore- 
head bulging, slanting or nor- 
mal. He then shapes milady's 
hair, as, he points out, hair 
shaping is the foundation of a 
finished hairdress. The patron's 
hair is then ready to dress. 


"THE USUAL CORRECT fin- 


ish length," one hairdresser ex- 
plained, "is an illusion of the 
head being one-fifth of the pa- 
tron's overall height. The best 
hair style is one of naturalness 
and simplicity, with some soft- 
ness. 


"We must never clutter or 


overdo a hair style as this will 
cheapen and take away from 
the overall effect. The round, 
square and full face should have 
the hair brushed back and up, 


creating a full line even with 
the forehead, in order to give 
the correct balance and, of 
course, the illusion of an oval 
face. The long, triangular or 
heart-shaped face should be 
dressed down around the ears 
and forward, creating a wider 
illusion at the lower portion of 
the face.

siire what the coasts of this 
country looked like. So, natu- 
rally, they created a bureau to 
find out. 


Through the years the Survey 


not only charted the coasts but 
widened its scope to chart the 
seas, to criss-cross the continent 
with the "triangulation lines" 
that tell us where we are on 
earth, to probe the complexities 
of ocean currents, earthquake 
phenomena, and solar activities. 


The name U. S. C o a s t and 


Geodetic S u r v e y — which is 
what the bureau is sometimes 
called .— sounds staid and sta- 
tistical. But it has had its ad- 
ventures and its characters. It 
has even had a mutiny. 


THE SURVEY schooner Ew- 


ing, lying off the coast at San 
Francisco in 1849, sent a gig 
ashore. The crew, maddened 
with gold fever, threw their 
leader overboard and headed for 
the gold f i e l d s . 
They were 


caught, convicted of "mutiny, 
desertion, and running away 
with a boat." One of them was 
hanged from the Swing's fore 
yard arm. 


James McNeill Whistler, the 


f a m o u s artist, was employed 
briefly in 1854 in the Survey's 
Engraving Section. 
.- 


WHEN HE DID get around 


to drafting charts instead of 
beer, Whistler had the disturb- 
ing habit of etching fanciful fig- 
ures into the margins and open 
spaces. Some of his engravings 
show coastlines surrounded with 
human heads. 


But by and large, the Survey 


has depended, rather, on such 
men as Comdr. Bolstad. He is 
a civil engineer and has been 
with the S u r v e y since 1926, 
when he graduated from the 
University of Minnesota in the 
upper third of his class. 


In the Pacific in World War 
n be helped the island-hopping 
Marines chart shorelines — in 
advance of attacks. He has car- 
ried survey equipment into the 
frozen wastes of the Aleutians, 
where he wandered 25 miles one 
day in a fog so dense it even 
had the IL S. Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey confused. 
Once, 


while he was conducting a sur- 
vey in Indiana, his observation 
towers were erroneously identi- 
fied in the papers as launching 
stations for flying saucers. 


"Working with the Survey is 


pretty much routine," he says. 


As Southern California dis- 


trict chief, Bolstad does have 
an interest in a project that is 
out of this world. 


His crews are locating a site 


southeast of San Diego for a 
very delicate purpose. At that 
position electronic equipment 
will be used for tracking the 
artificial satellite which Ameri- 
can scientists will soon hurl into 
the heayens, 


This will, of course, identify 


Bolstad as an officer of the U. S. 
Coast and Geophysical Year.

Operation 01' Fishin' Hole 


By Helen Smith 


CHEMICAL WARFARE has 


invaded the peaceful realm 


of the fisherman. 


Drastic though it may sound,* 


an all-out purge of all fish in 
Big Bear Lake was found neces- 
sary recently as the Department 
of. Fish and Game began chem- 
ical treatment of this popular 
angling resort to remove 5,000,- 
000 stunted crappie • which were 
crowding out trout, bass and 
bluegill. 


Big Bear Lake has been re- 


ceding for years and seining and 
test spotting revealed that fish 
were begining to die due to lack 
of oxygen. 


DFG OFFICIAELS concluded 


that the saturation point had 
been reached and the quota of 
trout 
-ready for 
restocking 


would in all probability die as 
fish food and growing" room 
were being depleted. 


Following a preliminary sur- 


vey made by the one-helicopter 
"air force" from Los Alamitos 


i Naval Air Station near Long 


Beach, six boats were dispatched 
last October loaded with suffo- 
cating chemical. They began 
spraying the 300 surface acres of 
Big Bear Lake which resulted 
in killing 250 tons of fish in one 


Since the fish died of suffoca- 


tion rather than poison, hun- 
dreds of persons gathered to 
pick up the two and three-pound 
bass, bullhead catfish and some 
trout, all of which were edible 
despite the fact they did not 
succumb from orthodox hook- 
and-line methods. 


RESTOCKING OF the lake 


was delayed following the purge 
because of low water. Rain and 
snow will soon be pouring gal- 
lons of mountain water into the 
thirsting shallows offering a re- 
vitalized home to the trout, sun- 
fish and large mouthed bass 
leaping to bait and lure. 


When the spring fishing sea- 


son opens, more than 60,000 
catchable sized trout, plus the 
1957 allottment of 20,000, will 
await to match wits with fish- 
erman from this area. 


In addition, one quarter mil- 


lion fingerling rainbows will be 
planted in the lake. They will 
have an excellent chance of sur- 
vival with "trash" fish gone. 


ACCORDING TO the Depart- 


ment of Fish and Game, results 
from the unprecedented treat- 
ment win not be fully realized 
until the 1958 season. However, 
officials expect the recent re- 
medial operation 
to attract 


many persons in 1957. 


So the day is near when fish- 


ermen will no longer have to go 
far afield to show a creel-full 
limit for several hours of sport. 


Big Bear Lake will again live 


up to its "fishin' hole" reputa- 
tion gained in former years.

HAS the UJS. Air 


Force asked a brassiere 


and girdle manufacturer to de- 
sign its latest high-altitude fly- 
ing suit ? A good question. 


The new-fangled flying suit 


is not dissimilar to the corset 
grandma used to wear. Also, 
like the corset of old, .quite a 
bit of assistance is needed to 
don the suit and tie its many 
laces. A iflying suit must fit 
snugly if it is to perform its 
life-saving mission. 


A high-altitude flight suit 


literally is a life-saver for the 
fast-flying modern jet" jockey. 
It protects him if the cockpit 
should fail— even at 65,000 feet 
when his body literally would 
burst from the low pressure. 


Actually, the suit holds the 


"pilot together." And should the 
plastic windshield shatter in a 
sonic or supersonic .flight, the 
suit and helmet would automati- 
cally fill with compressed oxy- 
gen. This would create a tem- 
porary balance of air inside and 
outside the plane and enable the 
pilot to dive to a lower altitude, 
thus giving him a new lease on 
life.

Today I want to pass along a 


few suggestions on what should 
be done in the garden this week. 
The important thing in local 
gardening is being on schedule 
with your garden chores. This 
is the only way by which you 
can have an attractive garden. 


If you were growing dahlias 


last year and you have not yet 
dug up and taken care of the 
old clumps, do so this week. Dig 
up the entire clump, being sure 
.that you don't cut into the 
tubers with your spade. Using a 
good force of .water, wash the 
.soil off the tubers, inspect them 
and discard any that are suffer- 
ing from disease (usually rot) 
or are badly injured. 


FOLLOWING THIS, place the 


clump in a regular lug, cover 
the tubers lightly with peat 
moss, keep the peat moist and 
in a very short time the tubers 
will send out their hew shoots. 
The tubers are then separated/ 
care being taken to see .that 
each tuber has .a shoot or "eye." 
A tuber without an eye is abso- 
lutely worthless. 
. 
. 


After the dahlias have been 


dug up and taken care of, the 
dahlia bed should, be/prepared, 
ready for replanting. In prepar- 
ing the soil, be careful regard- 
ing the over-use of manures of 
any .type. Too much manure in 
the soil will cause the tubers to 
rot. •':.".. 


Bone meal at the rate of six 


pounds to 100 sq. ft. along with 
organic fertilizer four pounds to 
100 sq. ft. will give good results- 
Be sure to mix these products 
thoroughly with the soil. If you 
have a very heavy soil, dust the 
area to be planted with gypsum, 
using three pounds to 100 sq. ft. 
All of these products are applied 
at the same time and turned 
under the full d e p t h of the 
spade. 


DAHLIA TUBERS should be 


planted about five inches deep, 
the tuber being placed flat in 
the bottom of the hole. In order 
to eliminate the possibility of 
injuring the tuber after it has 
started growing, it is a good 
idea to set your supporting stake 
in place at the time of planting.

Clivias Are a Flame in the Garden 


By Bob Gilmore 


Olivias do well in shade, 
the orange-red blooms ap- 
pearing flame-like above 
the dark-toned greenery. 


OF THE MOST brilliant 


flowers in the plant world 


is the clivia. The dazzling or- 
ange-red blooms will highlight 
your garden scene, brightening 
up even the darkest corners. 


The clivia actually thrives hi 
the shade, a location where it 
shows off to the best advan- 
tage. 


A rather interesting charac- 


teristic of the clivia is that it 
enjoys being crowded. Plants 
grown in containers- should be 
allowed to become potbound. As 
the plants develop they need not 
be shifted to increasingly larger- 
, sized pots. They prefer a fairly 
rich soil. 


THE CLIVIA, often referred 


to as a dual purpose plant, can 
be grown either outdoors in the 
shade or potted up for the con- 
servatory or patio. The flowers, 
characterized by their flame- 
like appearance, grow to a 
height of about 18 inches. The 
stems are stiff and fairly erect. 


Clivias must have' adequate 


drainage as the plants are heavy 
drinkers. Heavy, water-logged 
soil may turn sour. Adobe or 
clay soils can be conditioned by 
adding humus which improves 
porosity, aeration and general 
growing conditions. For pot 
culture use a soil mixture of. 
light loam plus sand and either 
leaf mold or peat; American 
peat will undoubtedly show a

HOW HEALTHY your cli- 


vias are can be determined by 
the condition of the foliage. 
Leaves that have a lush green 
appearance 
will 
indicate a/ 


healthy plant; but yellowing of 
the foliage means that some- 
thing is wrong. Frequently lack 
of moisture will be responsible 
for this symptom. Apply suf- 
ficient water so the moisture 
gets down to the root zone. 


Clivias seem to .prosper when 


grown by themselves in a more 
or less isolated location. It -is 
best not to disturb them but, if 
necessary, 
divisions 
can 
be 


made during the spring season. 


Potted clivias can be fer- 


tilized easily by applying liquid 
plant food. Use a well balanced 
mixture, one that is strong in 
the basic elements of nitrogen, 
phosphorous and potash/ Nitro- 
gen is beneficial in promoting 
leaf and stem growth; phos- 
phorous hastens maturity and 
stimulates root growth while 
potash strengthens 
stem and 


leaf sections "and tends to im- 
prove the coloring and quality 
of the flowers. 
. - 


THE OPEN garden either 


liquid plant food or one of the 
commercial dry foods may be 
used. If the latter is utilized, 
try to keep the particles off .the 
leaves as tney have a burning 
action. Should the plant food 
alight on the plant be sure to 
wash the entire plant immedi- 
ately; this step avoiding dam- 
age from burning. 


Clivias are usually sold by 


nurserymen in pots. The stock 
now being offered is greatly im- 
proved to the clivias of 10 or 15 
years Ego. Certain California 
nurserymen have improved the 
strain and the coloring is deep- 
er, the leax'es more robust.

down the acute appearance be- 
tween the house and the grounds 
and that the material used 
should slope from the house 
down to the street. 


With this in mind, be sure 


that the shrubs or trees you 
plant have a reason for being 
there. The most common mis- 
take along this line with home 
gardeners is the planting of 
shade trees on the front lawn. 
If there is a reason for the tree 
being there, by all means have 
it, but don't follow this custom 
just because your neighbor has 
done so. Next week I will have 
more for you on this subject, 
suggesting the best shrubs and 
trees to use in local gardens. 


DON'T FORGET DEPT. . . . 


Don't forget to apply PAX to 
your lawn N now if you were 
troubled with 
crabgrass last 


summer . . . Don't forget to get 
all flower beds ready for plant- 
ing for summer color. Steer 
manure, organic fertilizer and 
bonemeal will produce excellent 
results ... Don't forget to give 
your roses a little -blopdmeal 
along with the special.rose food 
on the first feeding. This will 
give/them the boost they require 
as they go into a new reason of 
growth . . . Don't forget South- 
land's garden section next Sun- 
day and don't forget that the 
man who, goes to church on 
Sunday will enjoy his garden 
better on Monday. 


This is the time to begin pre- 


paring your soil where you're 
going to plant dahlias, chrysan- 
themums and all the late bloom- 
ing plants which do not actually 
go into the ground for another 
couple of months. Spade barn- 
yard manure into the soil so 
that it has plenty of time to de- 
compose, and a little bone meal, 
~w h i c h requires considerable 
time to begin to work. 


I always use soil sulphur- (2^4 


.to 3 Ibs.) in soil I'm going to 
prepare ahead of time. Then it 
is best to spade it in at least a 
little, so that it becomes an ac- 
tual part of your soil structure. 
Soil sulphur impregnated in the 
soil begins to release minute 
quantities of sulphuric acid and, 
through a phase of decomposi- 
tion that takes place, the sul- 
phuric acid becomes the work- 
ing element that releases vari- 
ous trace elements.

Like your 
watch, it's a precision instru- 
ment that performs better when 
it's given a little extra care. 


2.'Always have a good supply 


of film and flash bulbs on hand, 
so you won't be caught short 
whenever a fine picture oppor- 
tunity presents itself. 


8. Keep your camera handy— 


and loaded—for shooting un- 
planned, 
u n p o s e d pictures 


wherever they happen on the 
home scene. These usually turn 
out to be the best shots of all! 


4. Remember that flash is im- 


portant to catch on-the-spot ac- 
tion indoors or after dark. Flash 
really puts your camera on a 
full-time working »schedule! 


5. Aim f o r simple pictures 


that tell their story clearly. 
Choose a single main point of 
interest and don't let a clut- 
tered background vie with the 
subject for attention. 


6. Make sure you have an in- 


teresting picture — one that 
shows your subject amid some 
activity he's interested in. This 
will prevent self-conscious poses 
and glazed expressions that so 
often spoil the effect you want- 
ed to capture in your picture.

dbergh Kidnaper Was Tra 


Evidence Holds Firm 
for (Quarter Century 


By SAMTEL G. BLACKMAN 


HOPEWELL, N.' J. (AP)—The night of March 1, 


1932, was cold, raw and windy. 


The wind whistled through the trees high in the Sourland 


mountains in East Amwell township where a newcomer, 
Charles A. Lindbergh, had built a home. Here in the forbidding 
Sourlands he thought ho had found privacy. 


On the first floor of the 2H--story whitewashed house Lind- 


bergh and his wife, the former Anne Morrow, were talking. 
Upstairs in his crib in the nursery was the co\Jple's only child, 
Charles Jr.. now 19 months old. 


At 9:10 there was a strange noise which Lindbergh said 


later sounded like "the top slats of an orange box falling off 
a chair." 


"What's that?" he asked his wife. But he let the incident 


pass without further thought. 


At 10 o'clock the nursemaid, Betty Gow, found the baby 


gone. "Have you the baby?" she asked Mrs. Lindbergh, now in 
her upstairs room. The answer was "no." 


She went downstairs and asked the same question of Lind- 


bergh. Again the answer was "no." 


His own search of the nursery futile, Lindbergh grabbed a 


rifle from a closet, ran. into Mrs. Lindbergh's room and said. 
"Anne, they have stolen our baby." 


This was the beginning of the nation's most famous kid- 


naping case.

LINDBERGH HIMSELF notified the police and then went 


out, bareheaded into the night in a forlorn search for his son. 


For two hectic months he searched by land, sea and air. He 


was on a small yacht cff the Virginia Capes searching for a 
phantom ship when word came on May 12 that his son was 
dead. A workman had stumbled over the body in a shallow 
grave five miles from the Lindbergh home. 


FBI agents and police throughout the nation intensified 


their search for the kidnaper—or kidnapers... 


Two years and four months later—on Sept. 19. 1934—a 35- 


year-old Bronx carpenter was arrested. His name was Bruno- 
Richard Hauptmann. 


Hauptmann died for the crime, on April 3. 1936. in the olcc- 


.tric chair in New Jersey's state prison at Trenton. He had 
been convicted of murder in a celebrated trial where the evi- 
dence was largely circumstantial. 


Now, 25 years after the Lindbergh kidnaping, that circum- 


stantial evidence has stood up. Nothing has been brought to 
light that would dispute the state's contention that Hauptmann 
—and Hauptmann alone—committed the crime.

NEW JERSEY'S highest court, hearing Hauptmann's ap- 


1 peal from, conviction, said three evidential factors "pointed un- 


erringly to guilt." 


They.were: Hauptmann's possession of ransom money, his 


handwriting on the ransom notes, and proof that wood in the 
kidnap ladder came from the attic of his Bronx home. 


The Lindbergh kidnaper had left a crudely written note on 


the windowsill of the baby's nursery, demanding $50,000 
ransom. 


Lindbergh paid that ransom the night of April 2, 1932. in 


n Bronx cemetery. With him was John F. Condon, an inter 
mediary—the famous "Jafsie" (his initials J. F. C. led to th 
nickname). 


"Hey, doctor, doctor, over here!" came a voice from he 


hind the hedge. Condon paid over the 830,000 and got in re 
turn a note which said "The boy is on hoad Nelly."

certain direction from each other and in my opinion it wouldn't 
be possible that there would have been another board some- 
where with cut nail holes in them, spaced exactly like these 
nail holes are in the joists, the- same distance apart, the same 
direction from each other." 


He observed also that one nail hole "is slanting, and the 


nail hole in the joist had the same slant." 


In May, 1932, Koehler had set about tracing the origin of 


the wood used in the ladder. 


Koehler detected a tiny groove in the wood which he knew 


was made by a knife of a certain type. 


He'canvassed 1.59S planing mills from New York City to 


Alabama and found only 25 used the specific knives he was 
looking for. Two of these- he ruled out because they did not 
dress one-by-four stock lumber—the wood used in the ladder. 
He got samples from the other 23 firms and found only one 
with markings spaced like those on the ladder rail. That mill 
was in McCormick, S. C. 


He traced 45 carloads of lumber from the mill to 25 firms 


and finally, in November, 1933, found at a lumber company in 
the Bronx a piece of lumber with a defect matching that on 
the ladder rail. This was 10 months before Hauptmann's ar- 
rest. It was disclosed later that Hauptmann had bought $10 
worth of the lumber there in 193J. 


^Hauptmann and Officer 


THE LADDER, like the ransom money, led to Hauptmann. 


So did the handwriting on 14 ransom notes. Seven handwrit- 
ing experts compared the handwriting with Hauptmann's. 


AH reached the same conclusion—Hauptmann wrote them

'1956, $1,803,864 worth of school buildings were con- 


: structed in the state of California. In the same period 
. the people of California and the Legislature authorized, 
for capital outlay, State Aid funds totaling $690,-

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER made a bold talk to the nation 


. last Wednesday night. •- 


It took rare political courage, even for a President, to say 


that unless Israel pulls back her troops from the Gaza strip, 
the United Nations has no choice but to exert pressure to ob- 
tain compliance with the withdrawal resolution. 


Nearly all politicians, including former Presidents, have care- 


fully avoided saying or doing anything about Israel that might 
alienate the so-called Jewish vote. 


By maintaining a consistent position with respect to U. S. 


support of the United Nations, President Eisenhower has shown 
that he cannot be swayed by emotional appeals from a course 
which he believes to he right.

IT SEEMS TO ME THAT'Israel may be forfeiting much of 


the good will that hns accured to her cause through the years 
by too rigid insistence upon guarantees that arc difficult of 
Immediate fulfillment. 


Tc be sure, she has the right to demand protection from 


border raids by Egyptian commandos. She should have access 
to the Suez Canal and the right of innocent navigation in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. But the fact remains that Israel, with Britain 
nnd France, was an aggressor against Egypt under the terms of 
aggression as defined in the United Nations charter. She should 
therefore, not expect to be "rewarded" for this act of aggres- 
sion, or the U. N. charter will become meaningless as a docu- 
ment for peace.

THERE IS NO FUTURE profit, as Israel should realize, in 


defying world opinion. 


As the President has said, Israel's "best immediate and long- 


term interests lie in compliance with the U, N. and in placing its 
trust in the resolutions of the U. N. and in the declaration of 
the United States with reference to the future." 


Great Britain and France have both yielded to world opinion. 


By withdrawing their troops unconditionally from Egypt, these 
two nations have acknowledged their initial blunder, and at a 
high cost in both money and prestige. 


Israel, on the other hand, has defied world opinion by flout- 


ing the U. N.'s resolution and keeping troops on Egyptian soil. 


It would appear that negotiation and conciliation, rather 


than insistence and obstinacy, would constitute a wiser course 
for Israel to pursue. 


Nevertheless. Israel is now in a position Where intense pride 


and nationalism will make the task of compliance with U. N. 
demands difficult.

ON THE QUESTION of employing sanctions against Israel, 


a form of international boycott with respect to aid, trade and 
arms, the United States may find itself in a wholly untenable 
position. 


The. state of Israel is largely supported by, American aid and 


contributions. Israel is not, and probably never will be, self- 
supporting. Thcreforo, the use of economic sanctions against a 
nation largely of our own creation and nourished with American 
assistance, would be incredibly unrealistic and self-defeating. 


But Mr. Eisenhower's dilemma is that he is pledged to the 


United Nations. 


Do we intend to join with the Arab, Afro-Asian and Soviet 


bloc in coercing Israel while Egypt's violations of the U. N. 
charter go unrestrained? 


The President's answer is that both Israel vand Egypt have 


violated the Palestine truce, but that the first order of business 
is the withdrawal of Israeli forces from Egyptian soil. 


When that has been accomplished, he indicated that "the 


society of nations" should deal firmly with any future, violation 
by Egypt of the Israeli-Arab armistice agreement or other in- 
ternal obligations. 


While this is sound theoretical procedure, the President will 


not find too much public or Congressional support for crippling 
Israel's economic status at this juncture in history.

'WHEN STATE Sen. Richard Richards re- 


marked here last midweek that he is 


"leaving the door open" on .the matter of 
running for the U. S. Senate, he might well 
have added that .he is leaving several doors 
ajar. 


For .with Democrat Richards, as with ' 


other leading • California politicians, 1958 
looks like a year of tantalizing possibilities 
with more than the usual 
number of running oppor- 
tunities 
beckoning 
the 


man who wants to "stop 
Up." 


It's not that there will 


be more jobs open at the 
elections than' usual, but 
present indications point 
to more major 
contests 


in which there will be no 
Incumbent participating.

THERE'S ANOTHER important differ- 


ence, however, that Sen. Richards must con- 
sider in connection with the 195S race. The 
term of his present Job as State Senator 
from Los Angeles County runs out next year. 
He cannot, as he did in 1954, make a bid for 
another office with the assurance that if he 
loses, he will still be in public office. What- 
ever office he seeks next year he must win, 
or he'll be out. 


Some Democrats think that when/Uie 


chips are down, Richards will decide to seek 
re-election to his present post And many 
Los Angeles County Democrats, who want 
to keep the L. A. senatorshjp in the Demo- 
cratic column, are definitely hoping that will 
be his decision. Before Richards^took over,

tions, Richards indicated in his conversation 
with reporters here the other night that he 
thinks Brown will go for another job, and -he 
probably had the governorship in mind.

determining factor. "It's not what Richard 
Richards may want for himself, but how the 
interests of the party that can best be ad- 
vanced," he said. 


Richards got into the U. S. Senate race 


last year through endorsement byv the Cali- 
fornia Democratic Council, the organization 
of volunteer Democratic clubs. He said'be-, 
fore endorsement that he wouldn't run un- 
less given the green light by the CDC. His 
remarks here indicated that his decision for 
1958 will depend again on such a, showing 
of party opinion. 


As an opponent of Republican Sen. Kuchel 


last year, Richards was handicapped by the 
fact he was not too well known in the north- 
ern part of the state. The contest with 
Kuchel, despite its unfavorable outcome for 
him, did much to cure thot defect.

THERE ABE NOT TOO many Democrats 


of statewide stature. One reason the party 
has had poor success in statewide contests 
is that its candidates have been relatively 
unknown in • various parts of the state be- 
fore • election campaigns, "whereas such Re- 
publicans as Sen.

In the tabulated sUtUtlcs 


made on the basis of the en- • 
tire survey, there's almost i.o 
way to catalogue these things. 
It's a little like putting a row 
of numbers across A heart- 
beat. 


No, never underestimate a 


teen-ager. Too young to have 
learned wisdom, she l» too old 
these days to avoid adult re- 
lationships. And never be de- 
ceived by her facade of frivol- 
ity and fads. In a way, It's a 
covering for the naked wonder 
In her eyes. 


What worries her most? 
She worries most of all 


about what other teen-agers 
think ot her. Almost half tho 
500 put that first on the list.

taken 'or almost everything but what he is—an officer 
of the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. No, that has 
nothing to do with the National Geographic Magazine. 


The Coast and Geodetic Survey, a commissioned 


service of the U. S. government, is no-,v celebrating 
its 150th year of operation. Cmdr. Bolstad. 53. has 
charge of the Survey's local district— Southern Cali- 
fornia, the southern portion of Nevada, and all of Ari- 
zona. Though little publicized, the Survey's activities 
constantly touch your life and your security. 


THE ACCURATE location of your back fence de- 


pends upon the Survey's needle-sharp calculations, as 
does the precise location of rocket-launching sites. 


Highway engineers tie their planning to the "bu- 


reau's survey markings. 


Clam hunters and skin divers frequently time their 


activities by consulting the Survey's tidal informal i.MI. 


Planners of earth satellites and missions to outer 


space orient themselves at the Survey. . 


IN' THE PACIFIC, the Survey maintains a sea 


wave warning system. It was this network that warned 
the Hawaiian Islands In 1952 of a submarine earth- 
quake whose tida! wave otherwise would have taken 
a tragic toll of lives. 


Fishermen and shipowners sailing to and from Long 


Beach landings read the Survey's tide tables as avidly 
as some folk read novels banned in Boston. The infor- 
mation they get from these tables c-n mean the dif- 
ference between bon voyage and disaster. Southern 
California stations, tunneling their data to the central 
tide gauge station in Los Angeles" outer harbor, help 
the Survey tell the tide story a year in advance. 


The problem of earth subsidence .has cost millions 


of dollars in this community. A special tide gauge. 
operated by the Survey for a time at Terminal Islam!, 
has taken readings which may some day play a part 
in solving that. 


THE COAST; and Geodetic Survey ii, by way of 


contrast with some federal bureaus, a service which 
the general public hears little about but which would 
be sorely missed if it weren't there.

The hearts of 500 teen-age 


girls surveyed in the typical 
American community of Wa- 
terloo, Iowa,/ were unlocked 
by their answers to two ques- 
tions:

There wore 78 questions in 


six pages to .be answered by 
each girl who voluntarily par- 
ticipated in the survey made 
by 
the 
Waterloo 
Courier. 


Many of the replies 
gave 


clues to the world oC teen- 
agers in a new and revealing 
way. 


But the words set down by 


the teen-ager as she tells the 
deep-rooted things that gnaw 
at her mind—and as she con- 
fides to the world her private 
hero—show her as she really 
is. 


This article will deal with 


the first. A subsequent ar- 
ticle will discuss a 
teen's 


ideals. 


And never, as you «?ad and 


learn, 
never 
underestimate 


her. 
For the American girl 


between 15 and IS doesn't 
wrap herself in dreams of 
Elvis Presley and stolen cigar- 
ettes. 


The specter that haunts her 


is her own future. More than 
25 per cent of the girls who 
revealed their problems dis- 
closed that the giant ghost of 
tomorrow lurks in the ambush 
of today. 


"I wonder whether to quit 


school or not." 


These are the words of one. 


What happened? It's not her 
grades. 
At least, she isn't 


worried about them. She gets 
"n lickin' sometimes" at home. 
She goes steady and she wor- 
ries 
about her 
appearance 


and the mysteries of sex, but 
there is no real maladjust- 
ment. 
What brought her to 


this? 


One hundred forty-three of 


the 500 wrote words that 
clearly indicated their concern 
or confusion about the future. 
Next in order, but far down 
the list, were dating prob- 
lems, family, money and mar- 
riage — the last one applying 
only to .the 17 and IS-year- 
olds. Among thc two young- 
er groups, the replacement 
was dating. 


Many of the teen-agers set 


down the problem of college 
or job, the need for money for 
their educations, the dream of 
becoming a model, their se- 
cret and unfilled admiration 
for a boy they cannot reach, 
the awful anguish of wanting 
to conform, to be pretty in- 
stead of fat, to overcome thc 
handicap of facial hair, to 
have (oh, wonderful delight) 
a date. 


And this is 1957. Sex and 


marriage are no longer the 
special concern of girls be- 
yond high school. 
In today's 


world they have penetrated 
the 
life of the 
adolescent. 


Should I go steady? How far 
should we go when we kiss? 
Should I marry my boy friend 
in service? On I go steady

In the tabulated statistics 


made on the basis of the en- 
tire survey, there's almost r.o 
way to catalogue these things. 
It's a little like putting a row 
of numbers across a heart- 
beat. 


No, never underestimate a 


teen-ager. Too young to have 
learned wisdom, she is too old 
these days to avoid adult re- 
lationships. And never be de- 
ceived by her facade of frivol- 
ity and fads. In a way, it's a 
covering for the naked wonder 
in her eyes. 


What worries her most? 
She worries most of all 


about what other teen-agers 
think of her. Almost half the 
500 put that first on the list. 
Other worries in order were: 
2, Future; 3. Appearance; 4. 
Grades: 5. Money; 6. What 
adults think of me; 7. Popu- 
larity; S. Dates; 9. Sox and 
morals. 


Several of thc girls added 


their own choices and many 
of those concerned worries 
about those nearest and dear- 
est, their own families. 


A further clue to the atti- 


tude of the 500 toward them- 
selves as .mirrored in the eyes 
of others came with another 
question: 


Would 
you rather 
have 


girls, boys, your parents or 
other adults think highly of 
you? 


It's not an easy question, 


especially lor a teen whose 
loyalties are divided between 
thc crowd and her home. This 
is what the Waterloo teen- 
agers say: 


"We'd rather have our par- 


ents think highly of us than 
anyone else." It held true in 
every single age group. 


Our 500 teen-agers value 


mother's opinion more than 
any other in the world. Other 
choices were my girl friend's

boy friends. Judge by these 
answers:

ground. 


The total is far more than 


500, largely because so many 
of the girls gave the two an- 
swers which seemed to them 
to belong together: Personal- 
ity and reputation. Not money, 
not 
clothes, 
but how she 


"wears" in disposition 
and 


friendship and what h«r stand- 
ards are. 


Some girls stuck in other 


additions like sincerity 
and 


ability to keep secrets, hon- 
esty and intelligence. 


Almost thc same balance 


held true for boy friends with 
personality, 
reputation, 
ap- 


pearance and family 
back- 


ground listed in that order. 


And the girls added even 


more categories, including re- 
ligion, consideration, 
under- 


standing, manners and moral 
standards. 


These choices, these stand- 


ards might well have been 
those o£ a mature woman ex- 
perienced in the ways, of the 
world. 


That they echo the 500 


voices of girls, many of them 
only 15, is a real credit to 
teen-agers.

The tender, delicate iHn of a baby li very easily irritated

"And 
ever since then I have felt as 
if a Sword of Damocles were 
hanging over me. For exam- 
ple, my wife went home yes- 
terday to visit her sick mother 
for a couple of weeks. So I am 
all alone in the house at night. 


"Suppose a heart attack 


should hit me again when no- 
body is around: What could I 
do?"

IF YOU AltE all alone 


when stricken by a heart at- 
tack, there are several things 
to do which may save your 
life. 


First of all, if you are still 


conscious your attack is not 
as likely to be fatal, so let 
that knowledge reassure you. 
Secondly, the main treatment 
for a heart attack, even when 
we medics get you to a hos- 
pital, is oxygen. For the pain 
of a heart attack is considered 
a result of lack of oxygen to 
the muscle fibers in the in- 
jured heart wall. 


There are two ways to in- 


crease the supply of oxygen. 
One is to breathe a richer ox- 
ygen mixture as from a bot- 
tle of oxygen or while lying in 
an oxygen tent at the hospital. 
The other is to speed up your 
breathing. Despite the sharp 
pain you may suffer over the 
front of the chest, grit your 
teeth and force yourself to 
perform rapid, deep breathing. 
This act of heavy breathing 
•will not hamper the heart or 
jeopardize your life. Instead, 
it may save your life. And as 
the oxygen reaches the heart 
muscle, the sharp pain may 
grow duller and duller. 


So you don't need to feel

er oxygen supply is at the hos- 
pital. You can administer your 
own cardiac first aid right 
where you lie,

down when your heart is un- 
der strain, for the horizontal 
position reduces your blood 
pressure and also slows down 
the heart rate. 


If, moreover, you know you 


have high blood pressure or 
have suffered a previous heart 
attack, your 
physician _can 


give you pills that will also 
work swiftly to dilate the 
coronary arteries and thus 
permit them to carry more 
oxygen to the heart muscle. 


So carry such medicine in 


your purse or vest pocket at 
all times.. And beware of liq- 
uor. The latest findings veto 
the use of alcohol. This result 
is at variance with previous 
medical views where it was 
felt the alcoliol would also di- 
late the corollaries and thus 
offer more blood supply to the 
ailing heart. 


But alcohol dulls pain and 


thus acts much like morphine 
in masking the first symptoms 
of a heart attack. So the user 
of alcohol may not feel the 
early warning pain. As a re- 
sult, ho may run for a bus or 
hurry up a [light of stairs and 
then drop dead from the heart 
attack which his liquor has 
masked.

around antidote lor heart pa- 
tients is to team up with God 
in a daily partnership. Then 
your entire nervous tension is 
more relaxed and your heart 
works under less strain. 


At bedtime, too, you can 


then ask God to take over the 
night shift for you and thus 
enjoy deeper, more refreshing 
slumber, untroubled by night- 
marcs and insomnia.

attacks, so don't worry about 
a previous attack if you are 
now six weeks beyond it! Aft- 
er six weeks of convalescence 
your heart is actually stronger 
thrn before the attack.

PVERY SCHOOLBOY knows way, as men and horses usually 


go la circles in a storm such a» 
about the ride of Paul Re- 


vere, but few know about the 
ride of Portugee Philips. 


This ride, which took place in 


1866, is one of the unsurg epics 
of the West. 


John Philips, otherwise known 


as Portugee Philips, was a civil- 
ian scout at Fort Phil Kearney 
In the Powder River country of 
eastern Wyoming. It was a far, 
lonesome outpost in the Sioux 
territory at the foot of the Bis 
Horn Mountains. CoL Henry 
Beebe Carrington started it July 
17, 1866. The Indians made their 
first attack July 24. Up to Dec. 
31 the Sioux h.id killed 154 men 
and wounded 20 more. Also, they 
captured 700 head of livestock 
and made 51 hostile demonstra- 
tions. 


AFTER T1IE INDIANS first 


attacked the colonel sent for re- 
inforcements, among whom was 
Capt. W. J. Fetterman. a soldier 
of the Q\il War. 


The wood train was on its way 


down from the Big Horn moun- 
tains with more timber when it 
was attacked. Col. Carrington 
said, "Capt. Fetterman. yt>u 
take 40 men and protect that 
train — but do not pursue the 
I n d i a n s beyond Lodge Trail 
Ridge." 
• 
When the captain saw the In- 


dians were making a break to 
get out of his line of fire he dis- 


' regarded those orders and said, 


"Come on. men. let's go get 
•em!" That was a sad decision 
because he and all his men were 
killed. 


WHEN THEY FAILED to re- 


turn the colonel went to see 
what had happened. A sorry 
sight met his eyes. He ordered 
his men to brins b-ick the dead. 
though it was 30 degrees below 
zero. 


Regardless of the weather CoL 


Carrington called for a volun- 
teer to go to Ft. I-aranie, 236 
miles to the south, for help. 
Horse Shoe Creek was 190 miles 
away and was the nearest tele- 
graph station. That was stifl 40 
miles north of Ft. I-aramie. • 


With the temperature so low 


and a blizzard building up, the 
colonel was dubious about any- 
one offering his services, but up 
stepped Portugee Philips. 


Til go, sir, " he said. 
•Fine." said the colonel and 


added. "I'll let you take my own 
mount, a Kentucky thorough- 
bred." 


PORTCGEE TOOK a sack of 


oats and some hardtack, .and 
with his arm raised in a salute 
rode off into the night. No one 
will ever know how he found hij

Through the years the Survey 


not only charted the coasts but 
widened its scope to chart the 
seas, to criss-cross the continent 
w i t h the "trisngulation lines" 
that tell us where we are on 
urth, to probe the complexities 
of o c e a n currents, earthquake 
phenomena, and soUr activities. 


The name U. S. C o a s t and 


Geodetic S u r v e y — which Is 
what the bureau is sometimes 
called — sounds staid and sta- 
tistical. Rut it has had its ad- 
ventures and its characters. It 
has even had a mutiny. 


THE SURVEY schooner Ew- 


IniJ. lyins off the coast at San 
Francisco in 1849, sent a gig 
ashore. The crew. rr.addened 
with gold fever, threw t h e i r 
leader overboard and headed for 
the gold ' f i e l d s . They were 
caujht, convicted of "mutiny, 
desertion, and running a w a y 
with a boat." One of them was 
hanged from the Ewing'j fore 
yard arm- 


James McNeill Whistler, the

WHEN HE DID get around 


to drafting charts instead of 
beer.

Operation OF Fishin' Hole 


By Helen Smith 


JTHIEMICAL • WARFARE has 


Invaded the peaceful realm 


ol the fisherman. 


Drastic though it may sound, 


an all-out purge of all fish in 
Big Bear Lake was found neces- 
sary recently as the Department 
of Fish and Game began chem- 
ical treatment of this popular 
angling resort to remove 5.000.- 
000 stunted crappie which were 
crowding out trout, bass and 
bluegai. 


Big Bear Lake has been re- 


ceding for years and seining and 
test spotting revealed that fish 
were begining to die due to lack 
of oxygen. 


DFQ OFFICIAILS concluded 


that the saturation point had 
been reached and the quota of 
trout 
ready 
for 
restocking 


would in all probability die as 
fish food and growing room 
were being depleted. 


Following a preliminary sur- 


vey made by the one-helicopter 
"air force" from Los Alamitos 
Naval Air Station near Long 
Beach, six boats were dispatched 
last October loaded with suffo- 
cating chemical. They began 
spraying the 300 surface acres of 
Big Boar I-ake which resulted 
in killing 230 tons of fish in one 
day. , 


Since the fish died of suffoca- 


tion rather than poison, hun- 
reds of persons gathered to 
McV up the two and three-pound 
jass, bullhead catfish and some 
rout, aH of which were edible 
despite the fact they did not 
uccumb from orthodox hook- 
nd-line methods. 


RESTOCKING OF the lake 


was delayed following the purge 
because of low watf r. Rain and 
.now will soon be pouring gal- 
ons of mountain water Into the 
hirsting shallows offering a re- 
vitalized home to the trout, sun- 
ish and large mouthed bass 
eaping to bait and lure. 


When the spring fishing sea- 


son • opens, more than 60.000 
catchable sized trout, plus the 
1937 allottment of 20.0CO. will 
await to match wits with fish- 
rman from this area. 
In addition, one quarter mil- 


lion fingerling rainbows will be 
planted in the lake. They will 
tiave an excellent chance of sur- 
vival with "trash" fish gone. 


ACCOKDING*TO the Depart- 


ment of Fish and Game, results 
from the unprecedented treat- 
ment win not be fully realized 
until the 1938 season. However. 
officials expect the recent re- 
medial operation 
to attract 


many persons In 1957. 


So the day is near when fish- 


ermen will no longer have to go 
far afield to show a creel-fun 
limit for several hours of sport.

' Actually, the suit holds the 
"pilot together." And should the 
plastic windshield shatter in a 
sonic or supersonic flight, the 
suit and helmet would automati- 
cally fill with compressed oxy- 
gen. Thij would create a tem- 
porary balance of air inside and 
outside the plane and enable the 
pilot to dive to a lower altitude, 
thus ghing him a new* lease on 
life.

old clumps, do so this week. Dis 
up the entire clump, being sure 
that you don't cut Into the 
tubers with your spade. Usinj a 
good force of water, wash the 
soil off the tubers, inspect them 
and discard any that are suffer- 
ing from disease (usually rot) 
or are badly injured.

any type. Too much manure in 
.he soil will cause the tubers to 
ot. 
Bone meal at the rate of six 


sounds to 100 sq. ft. along with 
rganlc fertilizer four pounds to 
00 sq. ft. will give good results. 
Be sure to mix these products 
thoroughly with the soil. If you 
have a very heavy soil, dust the 
area to be planted with gypsum, 
using three pounds to 100 sq. ft. 
All of these products are applied 


t the same time and turned 


under the full depth of the 
pade. 


DAHLIA TUBERS should be 


planted about five inches deep, 
he tuber being placed flat in 
he bottom of the hole. In order 
o eliminate the possibility of 
injuring the tuber after it has 
started growing, it is a good 
dea to set your supporting stake 
in place at the time of planting. 
Cover the tuber with three 
inches of soil, filling in the de- 
pression once the new growth is 
above the surface of the bed.

Clivias Are a Flame in the Garden 


By Bob Gil mo re 


CUnat do well in shade, 
the orange-red blooms ap- 
pearing flame-like chore 
th« dark-toned greenery. 


E OF THE MOST brilliant 
flowers In the plant world 


U the clivia. The dazzling or- 
ange-red blooms will highlight 
your garden scene, brightening 
up even the darkest corners. 


The clivia actually thrives in 
ihe shade, a location where it 
shows off to the best advan- 
tage. 


A rather interesting charac- 


teristic of the clivia is that it 
enjoys bring aTJwded. Plants 
grown In containers should be 
allowed to become potbound. As 
the plants develop they need not 
be shifted to incre<isingly larger- 
sued pots. They prefer a fairly 
rich soiL 


THE CUVIA, often referred 


to as a dual purpose plant, can 
be grown either outdoors tn the 
shade or potted up for the con- 
servatory or patio. The flowers, 
characterized by their flame- 
like appearance, grow to a 
height of about 18 inches. The 
stems are stiff and fairly erect. 


Cliviaj must have adequate 


drainage a* the plants are heavy 
drinkers. Heavy, water-logged 
soil may turn sour. Adobe or 
clay soils can be conditioned by 
adding humus which improves 
porosity, aeration and general 
growing 
conditions. For pot 


culture use a soil mixture of 
light loam plus sand and either 
leaf moid or peat; American 
peat will undoubtedly show a

That the graw around the Statue appears 
red. therefore, is colorful evidence it isn't camouflage. ~ 


But a\itle from spotting camouflage, how 
effective 


as air reconnaissance would the Presulent't open-flies 
proposal be? The plan is to photograph Russia from 
the air and let the Soviets Jo the same la our country. 
Would this reveal preparations for a sneak attack, as 
He hopes? Or could the Russians hide their military ' 
moves from our aitbfrne cameras? 


To find out. PJJUDE visited Shaw Air Force Rase 


near Sumter. S.C.. and watched the 363rd Jactical 
Reconnaissance Wing in operation.

MERE ISN'T MICH the Air Force can't detect 
about your neighborhood by flying over it at 
30,000 feet. Though you won't we or hear them, 


our sccing-eye planes can tell such things as how tall 
you are if you're standing outside, the exact dimen- 
sions of your house, the kind of utilities you own. 
whether your lawn needs mowing. 


More important, they can photograph a factory and 


figure its size within a fool, the nature of its outpu', 
just about how many workers it has. ~Ne\l to having 
direct access on foot to an installation, an aerial photo- 
graph will give us the best intelligence possible con- 
cerning it." says Brig. Gen. Stephen B. Mack, the 
363rd's commander. 


Come war, lens-power could he almost as important 


as firepower. It might even prevent war if Ike's opcn- 
skics plan is adopted. Said Gen. Walter von Fritz, chief 
of the German General Staff, in 1936: "The nation 
with the best reconnaissance will win the next war." 
Unhappily for him. he was right. During World War 
If. 70 to 90 per cent of Aliic-i intelligence about ihe 
enemy came from aerial reconnaissance. The results 
in Korea were equally dramatic. 


At Shaw, near-miracles of detection are performed 


by teams of skilled men. Heading Ihe teams are 
the reconnaissance or "Recci" pilots (pronounced 
"Reeky"). "The Recci pilot is unique among airmen." 
says Ll. Col. Dudley- Adkins. Reconnaissance Chief 
for the 9th Air Force. "He must have an abnormal 
amount of curiosity. In World War II we found, thanks 
to such pilot curiosity, hidden enemy concentrations, 
concealed headquarters, secret military positions and 
even underground factories." 


One pilot noticed two men peddling bicycles in the 


middle of a bombing raid. He concluded correctly 


that they weren't out for exercise, but must be carrying 
messages from a nearby secret message center. An- 
other high-cruising candid cameraman spotted a rail- 
road siding alongside a schoolhouse and took several 
close-ups. As he suspected, the schoolhouse was a 
camouflaged factory'- Still another got curious over 
tracks that led into a mountain but didn'l come out 
the other side. It was easily identified as an under- 
ground installation. 


In wartime, the Recci pilot is both advance man . 


and follow-up. His first pictures unveil the target. 
1-ater he photographs the damage done by our bomb- 
ers. He flics ilone and unarmed. "There may not be 
much glory in flying a Recci mission." Colonel Adkins 
savs. "The pilot doesn't get any "kills.* But he docs 
have one important satisfaction when the headlines 
announce a successful bomber raid; the Recci pilot 
can say to the bomber boyj. 'I was there before you, 
and 111 be back after you.'" 


How to Make Pictures "Talk" 


These aerial photographers can gel good pictures 


flying level at 40.000 feet. But sometimes they must 
swoop down low—risky work for unarmed aircraft. 
Such operations are called "dicing missions" because 
pilots used to toss dice to see who would get them. 


The other key figure in the reconnaissance team is 


the unsung, desk-bound photo interpreter or P.I.:— 
the man who makes the pictures lalk." His chief tool 
is the stereoscope which magnifies a photograph four 
times and shows il in three dimensions. 


One ofjhcsc picture "wizards recently was handed 


an aerial view which would have been meaningless to 
most people. To the untrained eye it seemed to show 
merely roads and long, narrow buildings. The only- 
clue the interpreter had was the exact time and gen- 
eral location the picture was taken. Yet he came up 
with a two-page report, amazingly detailed, which ac- 
curately told the important industrial story hidden in 
the photograph. Some of his significant findings appear 
at left, along with the picture he worked from. 


Unlocking the information in another aerial photo- 


graph, the P.I. correctly identified it as an electric- 
power plant. His incredibly exact report included 
such facts as the thickness of walls, the number of 
turbines, generators and transformers on the prem- 
ises. He counted 36 freight cars on a siding and was 
able to say all but four were loaded with coal. 


To solve a picture riddle, the interpreter starts with 


3 known object. A telephone pole might be a starting 
point, because be knows its height in a given country. 
Or he might work from a freight car or a popular- 
model automobile whose size he knows. And then 
ihcre arc other factors. 


"In our work shadows arc vitally important.*" one 


veteran P.I. explains. "Since we know the exact time 
each picture is taken and the approximate location, 
also the exact position of the subject in relation to that 
spot, we can put these factors together and figure from 
the shadows most of the dimensions of a building and 
even the height of a man photographed from six 
miles up." 


The Air Force has computed the exact position of 


the sun in every part of the world for every minute of 
every day of the year. Each picture is stamped with 
the lime it was taken and the general location. A P.I. 
with a photo taken at 2:03 p.m. over Detroit would go 
to the, table for the sun's position then and there be- 
fore he started measuring shadows. 


The photo interpreter, usually young and often a 


sergeant, is among the most highly skilled of all mili- 
tary personnel. He must have a working knowledge 
of mathematics, transportation, industrial and military 
targets. He must know chemistry and metallurgy. He 
must be able to identify airfields, seaplane bases, radar 
sites, fuel-storage dumps. Of course, the P.I.'s have 
vast technical libraries al their disposal, but their 
genera! knowledge must tell them at a glance whether 
a picture is worth a detailed examination. 


The man who correctly identified the aluminum 


plant at left got off on the right track at once. He sus- 
pected it might be an aluminum plant because he 
knew that long, narrow buildings are the type in which 
metal is produced. Another vital clue was the amount 
of electric power lines he saw in the picture. • 


Atomic installations are dead give-aways. Radiation 


on photograph plates cannot be concealed effectively.

The P.l.'s also can spot new activity at airfields. They 
can tell from new construction whether it is to he an 
airport or a missile-launching site. They can keep con- 
stant track of ship and Iroop movements. In short, they 
can see enough to remove the threat of a surprise at- 
tack under the open-skies approach to disarmament. 


Each jet photo plane carries about $100,000 worth 


of photographic equipment. The expensive cameras 
arc fitted with image motion compensation which auto- ; 
matically eliminates blurring, even when the plane K 
moving at near the speed of sound. 


One plane may have as many as six huge cameras 


operating at one time—forward, to the side a/id 
downward. The cameras take a continuing strip of 
overlapping pictures. During dark or bad weather, re- 
connaissance can be carried on by radar. A special 
camera has been devised lo record images as they 
show up on the radarscope.

service of the U. S. government, is now celebrating 
its 130lh year of operation. Cmdr. Bnlslncl, 53. lias 
cliai-RC nf the Survey's local district— Southern Cali- 
fornia, tlic southern portion of Nevada, and all of Ari- 
zona. Though little publicized, the Survey's activities 
constantly touch your life and your security. 


Tin: ACCKKATK location ol your back fence de- 


pends upon tl-.e Survey's needle-sharp calculations, as 
does the precise location of rocket-launching sites. 


Highway engineers tie .their planning to the bu- 
reau's survey markings. 


Clnm hunters and skin clivers frequently time their 


activities by consulting the Survey's tidal information. 


Planners of earth satellites and missions to outer 


space orient themselves at the Survey, 


I!S* TllK I'Af.'il'TO, the Survey maintains a sea 


wave warning system. It was this network that warned 
the Hawaiian Islands in 1052 of a submarine earth- 
quake whose tidal wave otherwise would have taken 
a tragic toll of lives. 


Fishermen and shipowners sailing to and from Long 


Beach landings read tlic Survey's tide tables as avidly 
DS some folk read novels banned in Boston. The infor- 
mation they get from these tables can mean the dif- 
ference between bon voyage and disaster.. Southern 
California stations, tunneling their data to the central 
tide gauge station in Los Angeles' outer harbor, help 
the Survey tell (he tide story a year in advance. 


The problem of earth subsidence has cost millions 


of dollars in this community. A special tide gauge, 
operated by the Survey for a time at Terminal Island, 
lias taken readings which may some day play a p:irt 
in solving that. 


THE COAST and Geodetic Survey is, by way of 


.contrast with some federal bureaus, a service which 
the general public hears little about but which would 
be sorely missed if it weren't there. 


Back in 1807, Congress wonted to determine for

Today. Rccci pilots fly frequent peacetime missions for 


other Government agencies. They photograph forest fires 
for the Interior Department to determine the damage lo 
public lands. They once photographed all South Carolina's 
tales and counted the number of fishermen to help local 
authorities determine how much fish to stock.. 


If Russia ever permits our photo planes to fly over her - 


territory, what would be accomplished? Here's the answer: 


"We would get an immense amount of knowledge of 


their industrial and military power. The very presence of 
our Recci pilots would greatly reduce the possibility of a 
sneak military attack. If the Russians agree to the open-skies 
proposal, it would be a dramatic show of good faith that 
would instantly reduce world tension. 


"Of course. Soviet planes would gather a lol of informa- 


tion about our military and industrial strength. But because 
of our free press and the right of unrestricted travel here, 
the Russians already know pretty accurately most of the 
facts about our industrial and military capacity. Anyone can 
hire a plane and fly over our country' with a camera. 
The Russians or Soviet agents probably have done this." 


How Photos Could Help Us 


Assuming the open-skies plan is accepted in good faith, 


the Air Force likely would do three things. First, the pilots 
over Russia would take pictures of large areas covering 
perhaps 100 square miles each. Next, the P.l.'s would study 
the pictures for anything interesting, unexpected or suspi- 
cious. If they spotted anything. Washington would request 
permission for a closer look. 


To measure production at 3 given point, the Air Force 


would like to take a series of pictures over a period of weeks. 
This would give an accurate idea of the raw materials com- 
ing into a plant and would tip off the White House whether 
Russia was living up to disarmament promises. 


"If the Russians ask us to come in and have a look at 


them, they know we will get just about everything." says the 
363rd"s hard-bitten commander. General Mack. 


Looking to the future, the Air Force sees even more fan- 


tastic developments in sky inspection. X-ray photography 
from the air is reported on the horizon. Planes fairly soon 
may be equipped with television cameras. No wonder the 
President considers the open-skies plan a major step lo 
world disarmament.

What's wrong with 


Many critics think it's aiming too low. If so, why? 


by PATRICK DALTON 


Are you growing more critical of TV 
these days? If so, you're not alone. 


The sameness of current video offer- 


ings, the excess of quiz and juvenile 
programs, the seemingly endless commer- 
cials, the general tack of creative pro- 
gramming— these things arc annoying 
not only the public but also the people 
who make a living in television. 


Take Groucho Marx, who has just fin- 


ished his 10th season on TV. ~I have noth- 
ing 
against people making money." 


Groucho declared recently, "but I don'l 
want to see them doing it on my TV screen 
... I used to watch a lot of TV, but no 
more, not with what they're showing these 
days." 


Points out Rod Serling. an outstanding 


video dramatist (he wrote Patterns. The 


Strike, Requiem for a Heavyweight): 
"Obviously in television there are just too 
many people to please, too many themes 
to shy away from and too many sacred 
cows to dictate a choice of subject... 
Radio ha'd the same kind of problem. It 
assumed the average mentality of the 
audience on the basis of the lowest com- 
mon denominator, and its aim was almost 
always downward." . 


Says George Rosen, knowledgeable TV 


editor of Variety, the show-business trade 
paper: "This past video season adds up to 
the dullest, most uninspired semester in- 
perhaps the entire 10-year life span of TV 
program progression." 


With one exception — Playhouse 90 


(CBS, Thursday nights) — television this 
season offered no really fresh program-

EVERY TRICK of the trade 


is used, all's fair in love, war 
and the Oscar race. 


Just how is he won? 
If you take the case histories 


of last year's two top winners, 
you won't find any pattern. Er- 
nest Borgnine and Anna Magna- 
nl could not have sought the 
awards in more divergent ways. 
Yet it's doubtful if either could 
have won any other way. rtill, 
their cases are reasonably typi- 
cal, so let's examine them. 


First, scandal magazines to 


the contrary, 
Oscar can't be 


bought. It's true that a winner 
may spend $10,000 on a success- 
ful campaign. 
But the losei-s 


may spend twice as much. 


"BIARTY," the movie which 


made a major star of Borgnine 
and won as last year's best pic- 
ture, cost only $343,000 to make. 


Yet, 
I lech t-Lan caster, 
the 


makers, and United Artists, the 
distributors, spent more than 
half a million advertising it. It 
was money well invested, for the 
picture now has grossed more 
than six million. 


Hollywood publicity men look 


upon 
the 
"Marty" • campaign 


with reverence and awe. .It is 
now cited as a model. 


Publicity man behind the cam- 


paign was Walter Seltzer, since 
turned producer. 


Seltzer recalls he knew lie had 


an Oscar contender to sell from 


the moment he first saw a rough 
cut of the film. 


"TUB PICTURE 
was 
the 


'sleeper of the year and Borg- 
nine's 
performance was 
the 


greatest I'd ever seen. But I 
knew that both had to be ex- 
posed to the maximum to win 
an Oscar," says Seltzer. 


When 
Oscar 
time 
rolled 


around, 
Seltzer 
had exposed 


"Marty" and Borgnine like n 
nudist camp. The two were shoo- 
ins for the awards. 


Goodnaturcd, friendly Borg- 


nine put himself in Seltzer's 
hands. He showed up at every 
function, premier, party in town. 


"To know Ernie is to love 


him," says Seltzer, "That part 
was simple." 


"Marty," of course, was a shy 


butcher. When a big supermar- 
ket opened in Santa Monica a 
few days before the awards, cus- 
tomers found Borgnine behind 
the meat counter complete with 
cap and apron. 


COKNY, MAYBE, but it paid 


off. Borgnine's performance was 
a memorable one but so were 
those by James Cagney, Frank 
Sinatra and James Dean. Ilecht- 
Lancaster then was a small in- 
dependent. It didn't, like MGM, 
employ hundreds of academy 
members who might vote in the 
so-called studio loyalty group. 


It was Borgnine's first star- 


ring role. He hadn't been around 
for years like Cagney nor could

Each ad was clever 
and each had the same cartoon 
drawing of Rorgnine dialing a 
pay phone—a key scene in the 
movie. 


By the time the awards came, 


everybody but the blind knew 
about Borgninc and "Marty.M 


TUB OTIIKK WAS a psycho- 


logical gimmick that made mod- 
erate income voters and opinion 
makers feel like studio tycoons. 


Whenever someone in the vot- 


ing group wanted to entertain 
his friends or neighbors. Seltzer 
sent over a IG-mm print of 
"Marty" complete with projec- 
tion equipment and projection- 
ist. 


Only the big producers and 


stars normally see current mo- 
vies in their homes. 


"We had 
1GO such private 


showings," Seltzer recalls. "We 
knew Ernie and the picture de- 
served an Oscar. It was just a 
case of selling good merchan- 
dise." 


So successful was the sell thnt 


the night Borgnine won his Os- 
car, he presented miniature ones 
to Seltzer and his assistant, Ar- 
thur Wilde. 


"They won it too," Borgnine 


explained gratefully. 


MARNANI, in contrast, re- 


fused to do anything her pub- 
licity advisers wanted. 
When 


producer Hal Wallis asked her 
to come to New York to attend 
the opening of "The Rose Tat- 
too," she cabled no thanks. 


"Magnani wants lo be judged 


only on her performance, not her 
handshahmg ability," she told 
Wallis. 
It was nn answer in 


keeping with her outspoken Ital- 
ian character and it worked with 
the voters. 


Insiders say she captured the 


so-cajlcd snob vote of the acad- 
emy— those in Hollywood who 
looked down their noses at Os- 
car politicking. That and the 
votes she picked up from her 
outstanding performance got her 
an Oscar. She still hasn't left 
Home. 


OSCAIC VOTINO is a top se- 


cret affair, so secret that even 
George Scaton, the president of 
the Academy, is just as sur- 
prised us Die television viewers 
when the winners are announced. 


This year 16,721 members of 


the 
motion picture 
industry 


guilds are eligible to vote for 
the nominations. Actors nomi- 
nate actors, directors nominate 
directors and musicians nomi- 
nate songs. 


But the ultimate winners are 


picked only by the 1,770 mem- 
bers of the academy. These come 
from the creative branches of 
the industry—actors, directors, 
writers, designers and the like— 
all recognized craftsmen in their 
particular branches.

ming. There were occasional brilliant in- 
dividual shows, but no new personality to 
stand beside Phn Silvers. George Gobel. 
Dragnet'* Jack Webb or Lucy and Desi 
Arnaz. TVs major "new" presentation 
was old movies. 


As for performers, such personalities 


as Bob Hope, Jimmy Durante, Gobel and 
Donald O'Connor said they were planning 
to cut down their appearances or quit 
video entirely. "TV is a business,** said 
Robert Young, star of Father Knows Best, 
"for very young people with strong backs." 


Many sponsors, too, have been increas- 


ingly disappointed in TV. Some would 
cancel their programs if they could. (Prac- 
tically afl half-hour filmed video shows are 
sold on non-cance!able 39-week contracts. 
The sponsor of • poor show b stuck with 
it for 39 weeks, unless he buys up the 
contract — for an average minimum price 
of $35,000 a week.) 


• StHl another sign of disillusionment 
with TV is increased attendance at movie 
theaters. Early last month the nation's box 
offices were doing better than at any time 
since 1949. 


So — what's wrong with TV today? 


A Variety of Opinions 


The public speaks in terms of effect. 


rAKADE look a random sampling in three 
West Coast cities —Los Angeles. San 
Diego, Oakland — and got thoughtful an- 
swers. 


From a Los Angeles housewife: "I think 


most television programs are aimed at the 
13-year-old." 


From a San Diego plling-ilalion attend- 


ant: "If one show is a success, they copy 
it until you get sick of the original. Take 
Ed SuBivan — he's got a good variety 
show. So they try to give us Steve Allen. 
Walter WincheH and Herb Shriner, all 
with the same kind of show." 


From an Oakland school teacher: "TV 


has such vast potential What a pity that 
h's offering the people mediocrity." 


Mediocrity, say a number of television 


executives, win remain the rule so long 
as the fate of network programs hangs by 
rating systems. As you may know, there 
now are some 37,250.000 U-S. homes with 
television sets. A program rating b sup- 
posed to reveal the percentage of 37,250.- 
000 homes tuned in to a specific program. 


Four major companies seU rating serv- 


ices to networks and advertisers. These 


_ are Nielsen. Trendex, American Research 


Bureau and Pube, Inc. 


1O-YEAR VETTEKAN Groucho Mora motes o typical 
comment: 1 used to watch a lot of TV, but no more." 


Nielsen ratings are obtained via an elec- 


tronic taping device called an audimeter, 
placed in television sets in 800 sample 
homes throughout the nation. It records 
the stations to which the sets have been 
tuned. Critics ask: Do 800 homes out of 
37.250,000 represent an adequate sam- 
pling? 


Trendex ratings are obtained via tele- 


phone calls in 15 major cities where aH 
three major networks telecast. Approxi- 
mately 1,000 homes are called. The person 
who answers b asked what program he's 
watching, plus several other questions. 
Trendex says it b not a rating service but, 
rather, provides "indices to a program's 
popularity." 
Objectors 
maintain that 


people who answer the phone wfll say any- 
thing and usually do. 


American Research Bureau employs the 


"diary technique." Approximately 2,000 
sample homes are given diaries to keep. 
People are asked to write down the pro- 
grams they've watched, the number of 
people who watched with them and other 
information. No one knows how many 
diaries -are 'kept regularly, how many rep- 
resent hasty or inadequate memories. 


Pulse depends on home interviews. The 


day after a program goes on the air, ap- 
proximately 6,000 people are interviewed; 
that b, they are handed a list of programs 
and asked to check those they watched the 
previous day. Critics object that most of 
us have short memories and, confronted 
with a list of programs, may simply check 
the most popular. 


With all their weaknesses, these four 


rating systems offer the best regular i 


ure of program acceptance that TV has. 
Many observers wonder, however, whether 
it doesn't lean too heavily on them. 


"Instead of using the ratings as a guide," 


one TV executive told FAKADE, "die men 
in charge of TV programming use them as 
gospeL A show can be truly outstanding 
— but let it get a poor rating, and pretty 
soon h's off the air or shunted to another 
network. A good rating, not a good pro- 
gram, has become the end-target in tele- 
vision today." . i 
. 
. 


The networks, of course, are in business 


' to make money. This means fcuBiig *d* 


vertaers to sponsor their programs. Few 
advertisers are interested in raising the 
nation's cultural level via TV; they want 
sales, and that in turn calb for the biggest 
possible audience per show. Hence the 
tendency to stick to successful programs 
with high ratings, rather than to try any- 
thing new. 


Wh*n k a Dwty Don*? 


The fact remains that the Federal Gov- 


ernment licenses television stations "to 
serve in the public interest." This implies 
a duty to enlarge the informational, edu- 
cational and entertainment horizons of the 
TV audience. 


Some network officials feel they are ful- 


filling their responsibility by giving the 
audience what it wants. "A mass i

Frank Sunton of CBS has said, "must 
concern itself with the common denomi- 
nator of mass interest" But there are dis- 
senters. Television b not fulfilling fts 
mission," declares former NBC program- 
ming executive Fred Wile, "when it caters 
only to the majority. It has an obligation 
over and above the majority. There b no 
reason to believe that because certain types 
of programs are popular, they're ihe only 
ones that can succeed." . 


The final answer, of course. lies with 


you. the American public. You can con- 
trol television programming by writing to 
the networks. If you Dke a program, say 
so; if not, say that. The networks are sen- 
sitive to public opinion. In 1951, for ex- 
ample, there were approximately 40 hor- 
ror programs ~on the 
air. Parental 


protests forced the networks to cancel 
some of them. Only a few weeks ago, one 
network abruptly withdrew a new quiz 
program after public and critics de- 
nounced it as childish and ridiculous. 


So let the networks know how you fed

Daughter and memories 


keep Pal Penrose going 


WOODS HOLE, MASS. 


With the first whisper of spring. Pat Penrose ind 
her 9-year-old daughter, Pun, go into the garden 
outside their garage apartment here and plant 
flowers. Pat loves flowers, but planting is a painful 
time — like, she says, "having a dull knife in your 
heart." It is something her husband and she always 
did together — and Pat has been a widow more 
than seven years. 


She is 36 DOW, her dark-brown hair beginning to 


show gray, and over the years since Ted Penrose 
was accidentally electrocuted, she has managed to 
fashion a life for herself and for Pam. It includes 
a five-room apartment here on Cape Cod, a norse's 
job at the Falmouth Medical Association and what 


the photos on these pages illustrate: the infinitely 
demanding task of being both mother and father 
to a growing daughter. 


Pat hates to be called "courageous," and she 


doesn't like sympathy much better. "I'm not a lost 
soul," she says. "I haven't been left with nothing to 
live for." But nothing compensates for the sudden 
twists of pain, which can come from something 
as simple as a broadcast of a ball game. Ted was a 
baseball fan who listened to the old Boston Braves' 
games religiously. 


Perhaps one reason Pat Penrose brushes off 


sympathy and admiration is that she realizes so 
many other women are in the same boat. There are. 
in Pat's age bracket. 447,000 widows in the U-S.; 
correspondingly, the number of wifeless husbands 
between 35 and 44 is only 90,000. In all age 
brackets, there are 71-4 million widows, more than 
three times the number of widowers. 


These stafKtk-s showing that wuiiitii outlive men 


— and by a considerable margin — have given 


pause to doctors, social workers, government plan- 
ners and insurance actuaries. They -have been 
accented in insurance advertising and dramatized 
in books on "how to train your wife to be a 
widow." 


Nonetheless, on October 8. 1949, Pat found her- 


self with no idea of how to remold a life alone. 
Only once in their marriage had Ted tried to discuss 
the prospect. Pat closed the subject with a shudder: 
"I don't want to think about it. It won't ever 
happen." 
- - 


After all. they had been planning for a long 


time (or a long and happy married life. She and 
Ted Penrose grew up within a few blocks of each 
other in Canton. Mass., about 15 miles southeast 
of Boston. Ted grew up to go to Tufts College and 
the Naval Academy; he spent six years in the Navy, 
winning the Distinguished Service Cross for saving 
a shipmate's life, and emerged a full commander. 
Pat enteicvl mrrse's training, then spent four years 
as an Army nurse. Such long separations didn't

corn. Near the sink hangs an old 
fashioned wall phone that is 
really a speaker for an intercom 
unit. Actually, the Lanncrs' re- 
modeling efforts arc far from 
complete. T h e i r living room, 
which is pretty much relegated 
to serving the function of an oc- 
casional "guest parlor" and mu- 
sic room, is decorated in mod- 
ern. This, however, will be al- 
tered just as soon as the family 
can get around to deciding on 
a whole new roomful of French 
provincial furnishings.

Opening off the living room

He's truly an 
'old cowhand' 


Tucson's rodeo king Ed Echols 
remembers the real Wild West 


by SID ROSS and KAH. KOHRS 


TUCSON, AJUZ. 


As the official "kickoff" for the 1957 
rodeo season, Tucson** 31st annual rodeo 
— La Fiesta dt los Vaqurroi — comes 
to climax today. 


For the past four days, the Old West 


has lived again here, and a living symbol 
of those hard-riding days is the man 
shown in the photo above — Ed Echols, 
one of the last of Arizona's old-time 
cowboys, 
'- 


Everybody in this pan of the country 


knows Ed. a reticent, six-foot giant of a 
man with crinkles at the corners of his 
eyes and a silver thatch of hair. Origi- 
nator of Tucson's annual rodeo. Ed is one 
of the last remaining links with the old 
frontier. Now a hale 78, he has held the 
title of World's Champion Cowboy, and 
in his time has been sheriff, peace officer, 
ranchman — and just plain cowpoke. 
, 
Born inStockdale. Tex, in 1879, Ed 


emigrated to Arizona in a covered wagon 
and practically grew up in the saddle. 
An expert rider and steer-roper, he even- 
tually toured whh several Wild West 
shows. During those days he made 
friends with two other cowboys — Wfll 
Rogers and Tom Mix, when they were 
silent-screen Man of the *20s. 


Bock to Hw Opm Rang* 


Ed himself scorned a screen career 


when, as he says. They tried to tell me 
how to wear a hat and get en a horse so 
I'd look like a cowboy." He went back to 
the open range, and that a the life he 
describes for PARADE in his typical cow- 
man's drawl 


The cowpuncher of 50 years ago," 


says Ed. "usually came from the farms. 
They were men who didn't want to spend 
their life puHin* up weeds and bein' tied 
to crops. But they didn't become cowboys 
to get away from hard work. There's

nothin' harder, with less money, than a 
cowboy's life- In those days a cowhand 
worked for $15 a month. In Arizona it 
was better — they was payin' $30 or $35 
a month when I came here. Still, it was 
terrible hard work." 


On the range, the cowboy got up as 


soon as it was light enough to catch and 
saddle the horses. Breakfast was beef, 
leans, potatoes, plenty of gravy and lots 
of coffee.

Nursemaid to Cattle 
" 


Then," Ed says "a cowhand would 


spend all day rounding up cattle in the 
roughest, wildest country you ever saw. 
If there was a wild cow trying to run 
away, he'd have to rope her. If one got 
caught in a bog. he'd have to pull her 
out. If he found a cow whh screw worms 
— which can km cattle —he'd try to 
doctor her up with a creosote dip he 
carried in a sort of 'first aid" pack. Or if 
there was an unbranded calf, he'd rope 
it, build a fire and brand ft. 


Then," Ed says, "a cowhand would 


help build dirt tanks to catch valuable 
rain water. Then there were odd jobs to 
do around the ranch house — building 
and repairing fences, and the like, By the 
time it got dark and the cowboy turned 
his horse into the corral, he was a mighty 
tired hombre." 
" 
" 


The standard picture of the cowboy as 


a "rootin,* lootin,* shootin'" character 
gets short shrift from Echols. Says he: 
"Fifty years ago. a lot of the boys never 
even owned a gun. The Indians had been 
pretty well whooped out of here by then. 
On the range, you were safer without a 
gun. Fact is, if you saw a guy who was 
always wearing a gun you suspicioned 
he might be on the dodge." 


If a cowboy wanted to "paint the 


town" he had to save his fireworks for 


Christmas or the Fourth of July, hh only 
two days off during the entire year. 


"On the Fourth," Ed recalls, -every- 


body took off for the nearest town. You'd 
go into a saloon to have a sociable drink 
— not to kin anybody. The saloon was a 
right peaceable place because cowboys 
were aH pretty civilized fellows. You'd 
sit around and swap yams and see who 
could tell the biggest lie. 
- 
"If there was a show — the word 


"rodeo* wasn't yet in common use (it's a 
Mexican word, meaning 'roundup') — 
you'd go and rope a steer for a cash prize. 


"Outside of gambluT. there wasn't 


much entertainment. Very few saloons 
had dancing girls. They was pretty strict 
about women's morals in those days. 
Why, even a woman who'd come'lo town 
wearing boots and long pants was liable 
to get arrested." 


A Rugged, but Free, life 


Most cowboys of frontier days. Ed 


says, were content to come to town one 
or two days out of a year, gel a little 
drunk, gamble a bit and then go back to 
the lonely prairies. No cowpoke ever felt 
sorry for himself. The life was rugged — 
but he was free. 


Of today's cowboy. Cd says: "He's got 


it soft He might not be cowboy enough 
to know how to open and shut a pasture 
gale, but he sure knows how to dress up 
like a cowhand and talk waddy lingo. 


"But there's really no need for the 


rugged training and life the cowboy used 
to have. Now the cattle are all fenced in, 
and there's trucks to lake them to the 
railroad. With all these modern ways of 
ranching, there's no can any more for 
the old-lime cowhand's skin." 


Ed sums it up philosophically: "Well, 


that's how it is. There ain't no point in 
livin* in the past 
"

VERY SCHOOLBOY knows way, as men and horses usually 


go in circles in a storm such as 
about the ride of Paul Re- 


vere, but few know about the 
ride of Portugce Philips. 


Tills ride, which took place in 


1866, is one of the unsung epics 
of the West. 


John Philips, otherwise known 


RS Portugee Philips, was a civil- 
ian scout at Fort Phil ICenrney 
In the Powder River country of 
eastern Wyoming. It was a far, 
lonesome outpost in the Sioux 
territory at the foot of the Big 
Horn 
Mountains. 
Col. Henry 


Dcebe Cnn-in^'ton started it July 
17, 18GG. The Indians made their 
first attack July 24. Up to Dec. 
31 the Sioux had killed 154 men 
and woundod 20 more. Also, they 
captured YOO head of livestock 
and made 5! hostile demonstra- 
tions. 


AI'TEU THi; INDIANS first 


attacked the colonel sent for re- 
inforcements, among whom was 
Capt. W. J. Fetterman, a soldier 
of the Civil War. 


The wood train was on its way 


down from the Big Horn moun- 
tains with more timlwr when it 
was attacked. Col. Carriiie'on 
said, 
"Capt. 
Fcttcrmnn, you 


take 40 men and protect that 
train -— hut <lo not pursue the 
I n d i a n s beyond Lodge Trail 
Tlidge." 


When the captain saw the In- 


dians were making a break ,to 
get out of his line of fire he dis- 
regarded those orders and said, 
"Come on. men. let's go get 
'em!" That was a F.ad decision 
because he and all his men were 
killed.

turn the colonel went to see 
what had happened. A sorry 
sight met his eyes. TTo ordered 
his men to bring; hick the dead, 
though it was 'M degrees Mow 
zero. 


Regardless of the weather Col 


Carrington called for a volun- 
teer to-go to Ft. Laramie, 23G 
miles to the soulh. for help. 
Horse Shoe Creek was 100 miles 
away and was the nearest tele- 
graph station. That was still 40 
miles north of Ft. Laramie. 


With the temperature so low 


and o blizzard building up, the 
colonel was dubious about any- 
one offering his services, but up 
stepped Porlugee Philips.

RIDING 


looks danger in the teeth 


by JOHN TASSOS 


•-Ride a sha'rk? Wouldn't it be dangerous?" • 


Thai's what most people say whenever 1 taik about a 


favorite sport of mine. And they're right: shark riding 11 
dangerous. Nobody I know has ever been seriously hurt, 
but one split-second of carelessr.tss could cost you an arm 
or leg — or worse. 
• 
. 


] learned the sport from Bahama natives; some Pacific 


islanders also are avid shark riders. Lately a few white skin 
divers have been taking a crack at it. 


First thing you leam is that all sharks are not rideable; 


the hammerhead and tiger, to name a couple, are just too big 
and tough. In these pictures, taken in the Bahamas, I'm rid- 
ing a nurse shark, a rather stow-moving eight-footer. The 
nurse shark has a small mouth of hard-packed teeth but he 
never attacks if left alone. Climb on his back, though, and 
he's as savage as a hammerhead. 
, To board the nurse, wail till he comes into shallow Water 
to feed. A native angles his dinghy, carrying you and two or 
three spearmen, as close as possible. (You need them as 
standby protection — just in case.) Then you spring from the 
gunwale, aiming to latch onto the pectoral fins just behind 
the shark's head. 


Catch as Catch Can 


A volcano erupts when you smack down on the shark's 


• sandpaper-like back. He bucks and twists savagely, diving to 
• the bottom, scraping you along the sand to rub you off. 


. (If he lights out for a reef, quit fast; he can cut y ou to shredi 
on the coral in no time.) 


-To hang on while he's thrashing, twist your K-gs around 
ihe shark's body in a scissors hold. And as soon as you can. 
sink y&ir fingers into the soft fleshy gill slits. This clog* up 
the shark's breathing cycle, slowing him down. 


But jour hold on the fleshy gills begins to slip. You reach 


again for the pectoral 
fins. 
< 


And that sets off a new explosion. The shark bucks, 


doubling backward; then he dives for the boltom. again try- 
ing to scrape off his jockey. 


By this time, 10 lo 15 seconds have cbpscd. You've been 


underwater about half that time and are beginning to feel it. 
You double your legs under you and kick away. As you do. 
the spearmen mo\e in to fend off the shark if he_ should 
attack. 


But almost always the astounded shark flees to deeper 


water— I suspect lo hide his embarrassment.

country looked like. 
So, natu- 


rally, they created a bureau to 
find out. 


Through the years the Survey 


not only charted the coasts but 
widened its scone to chart the 
seas, to criss-cross the continent 
w It'll the "triaugulation lines" 
that tell us where we are on 
earth, to probe Hie complexities 
of o c e a n currents, earthquake 
phenomena, and solar activities. 


The name U. S. C o a s t and 


Geodetic S u r v e y — which is 
what the bureau is sometimes 
called — sounds staid and sta- 
tistical. But it has had its ad- 
ventures and its characters. 
It 


has even had a mutiny. 


TUB SUKVKY schooner Ew- 


ing, lying off the coast at San 
Francisco in 1849, sent a gig 
ashore. 
The crew, maddened 


with gold fever, threw t h e i r 
leader overboard and headed for 
the gold f i e l d s .

caught, convicted of "mutiny, 
desertion, and running a w a y 
Vilh a boat."

This faith healer has virtually split 


AMSTERDAM. 


For the past year the most talketl-about woman 
in Europe has been the Dutch faith healer. 61- 
year-old Margaretha'Greet Hofmans. Bosom 
friend of Queen Juliana, whose partially blind 
youngest daughter she has attempted to faith- 
cure, this mannish, gray-haired woman has fig- 
uratively torn Holland in two. 


Her disciples — including the Queen, states- 


men and financial bigwigs — call her "a God- 
send, a near-saint, a blessing from heaven." 


Her detractors — including Juliana's hus- 


band Prince Bemhard, their daughter Princess 
Beatrix and several leading cabinet ministers — 
denounce her" as ~a potential Rasputin, a Svcn- 
gali, a mountebank." 


What is the truth about this woman who has 


caused a notorious rift between 47-year-old 
Queen Juliana and her 45-year-old consort; who 
has made the entire Dutch nation uneasy? Does 
she really rpvc occult powers? Can she really 
effect miraculous cures? 


Last August a special three-man royal com- 


mission thoroughly investigated Greet Hofmans 
and her influence. It counseled the Queen to 
I) break definitely with her, 2) keep away from 
meetings with the Hofmans sect ami 3) remove 
recognized Hofmans followers from the court. 


Nothing, however, was said of Greet Hofmans* 
powers or lack of powers. 


Bowirrg to public opinion. Queen Juliana ihis 


winter "honorably discharged" five champions 
of Greet Hofmans froiji her court. (Among 
them: two private secretaries, the grand mistress 
of the royal household, the Queen's chlmber- 
!ain.) But then she appealed to the nation for 
the right to conduct her private life as she saw 
best. And she accused certain groups of trying 
to drive a wedge between her and Prince Bern- 
hard. 


Since then it has been whispered that the 


Queen still secretly sees Greet Hofmans, who 
lives five minutes' ride from the palace. 


Why Juliana Cares 


The Queen (devoutly Calvinist with a strong 


leaning toward mysticism) is convinced that 
prayer and faith will improve the defective eye- 
sight with which Princess Marijke, now 9, was 
born. It is said the Queen soon will abdicate in 
favor of her eldest daughter. Princess Beatrix, 
or divorce Prince Bernhard —: or both. A palace 
intimate told me Juliana is torn between devo- 
tion lo her husband and recurrent fits of melan- 
choly over the tragic fate of little Marijke, who 
is blind in the left eye.

Miss Greet Hofmans was supposed lo have 
'achieved remarkable cures. He brought her 
home to meet the Queen. The royal couple ques- 
tioned the faith healer, agreed to let her treat 
little Marijke. Miss Hofmans was given her own 
room at the palace — and then began her build- 
up. Her followers obtained positions of power 
and influence at the court. 


By 1952, Prince Bernhard had concluded that 


the faith healer's methods were unsuccessful. He 
also was annoyed by the active part Greet Hof- 
mans and her fellow-travelers were taking in 
government. The Prince, for example, is a pro- 
found believer in NATO. Greet Hofmans and 
her followers generally say Holland should re- 
main neutral in the U-S.-Rossia tug-of-war. The 
Prince was fearful that Hofmans was turning the 
Queen in the neutralist political direction. 


Supposedly be asked Greet Hofmans why she 


had failed to cure the little princess. The an- 
swer, reportedly given lo Queen Juliana, was: 
"Your husband resists spiritualty." At «*"«t Bern- 
hard B said to have stormed: "Either Greet Hof- 
mans leaves the palace or 1 do!" 


Thus, apparently, began the rift which a Ger- - 


man newsmagazine revealed publicly for the 
first time last summer. Only then would Dutch 
newspaper! print anything about it. When it was 
suggested that Greet Hofmans be exiled, the 
Queen refused. Today Hofmans has been ban- 
ished from the palace along with some of her 
followers. But there is no one in Holland who 
can teH the Queen of the Netherlands to whom 
she may or may not talk. So Greet Hotintns • 
sun lives here, practices faith healing, is con- 
stantly expanding her circle of influence, 


A Background of Mysticism 


Of her past — she has been a typist and a 


factory worker — she w31 say absolutely noth- 
ing. A friend of hen told me, "Hofmans was on 
the verge of committing suicide 10 or 12 years 
ago when suddenly a voice spoke to her. It said, 
4You have a mission to fulfill and that mission 
is to act as a nwlhim between God and suffering 
mankind.' That at least is what the says." 


Hofmans defines her work as "dedicating 


people to Christ if the wish to be so dedicated is 
expressed by them. U they ask for spiritual help, 
the answer they receive does not lie in my hands. 
My calling is to belong to the highest authority 
without any reservations and to serve mankind. 
The help I give works in a nmmgr acceptable 
to die minds of the persons concerned. I dedi- 
cate them and their souls grow strong.'*

nelius Kara, mother of a 17-year-old son.

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HOW TO AVOID ... 


FALLING ASLEEP 
AT THE WHEEL 


by DR. JOHN R. RODGER

You are driving along a road more 
straight lhan curved, without much 
traffic. Your senses are luI!cJ by the 
purr of the motor. You pay less and 
less attention to your driving. What lies 
ahead begins to blur — then suddenly 
you come to with a start, 
i " Here you are over the center line. 
with an oncoming car desperately veer- 
ing — and you avoid it by inches! You 
have just missed being one of the 1.500 
motorists killed or one of the 53.000 
injured each year on our highways by 
dozing at the wheel. 


Safety experts say the sleepy driver 


causes more accidents than all drivers 
with physical defects put together. This 
menace is not one that licensing bu- 
reaus can do anything about. Driver 
for driver, a sleepy one is just as much 
a hazard as a drinking one. 


» 


13 Orphaned Children 


Almost every week newspaper sto- 


ries tell of "the driver who apparently 
went to sleep at the wheel." Typical are ' 
the two Detroit fathers killed while go- 
ing home from a night shift, leaving 13 
children orphaned: and the soldier in 
Texas who drove off the road to sleep 
and was killed by another driver who 
fell asleep at the wheel. 
• 


Among jhc lucky sleepy drivers is 


the young executive in my state who, 
after a day's work, frequently drives

100 miles to meetings. One night he 
awoke behind the wheel to find himself - 
going down a two-lane road side by 
side with a truck and trailer! 


• Dozing at the wheel is not restricted 
to night-time driving. Many "fatigue" 
accidents occur in. broad daylight. The 
worst accident last year-in my rural 
county came at 50 a.m. — obviously 
caused by fatigue. 


What can you and I do about this 


problem? First, we must recognize it as 
one of the hazards of driving and take 
appropriate preventive measures, just 
as we recognize the hazards of slippery 
roads or foggy weather. 


Second, we can reduce the risk of 


fatigue by avoiding unnecessary trips 
unless we are rested. This in itself 
would do Ike most to cut down fatigue- 
caused accidents. Too often we plan 
a week-end trip with 100 or more miles 
of driving after an exhausting day at the 
factory or office. Too often this results 
in terrible accidents. 


In planning a vacation motor trip, 


we-would have a safer, more enjoyable 
time if we scheduled relatively short, 
easy da y< of driving, with stops and side 
trips to break the monotony. 


If much of our driving is commer- 


cial, we can insist that the dairy mile- 
age not be excessive. We must resist 
the temptation to try lo see that extra 
customer because of the extra cash it 
might bring. That cash won't mean 
much to the driver's widow. 


We can reduce the fatigue-produc- 


ing factors of our car. We can be sure 
that the muffler doesn't leak, adding 
deadly carbon monoxide |o the air in- 


side. We can leave the window partly 
open in traffic to avoid drawing in 
fumes from other'cars. 


We can reduce glare fatigue by 


equipping our new cars with crash 
panels instead of a shiny metallic dash- . 
board. In sunny climates, non-glare 
glass will help, or the wearing of dark 
glasses in the daytime. (They should 
not, of course, be worn at night because 
of the reduced visibility.) 


We should not drive too soon after 


a big meal, particularly after a heavy 
noon lunch. 
' '• 
r 


•- ' Alcohol, even in small quantities, is 


too dangerous to mix with our driving. . 
The driver often forgets that in quiet 
surroundings small amounts act as a V 
sedative. 


On the road we should take a "rest 


stop" at least every hour or two. The 
driver should get out, stretch and walk 
around whether or not he feels tired. 
This is a good lime for a cup of coffee 
or cola drink which will supply caffeine 
to help us stay alert. Caffeine contain- 
ing tablets may be used if your doctor 
advises them. 
, 
' 


It is safer to travel with someone 


than to "go it alone." particularly if you 
can alternate at the wheel. However, if 
you nap while your companion drives, 
be sure that you are fully awake before 
you take over. Conversation can help . 
keep you awake, but if your passengers 
run out of that and you get sleepy, try 
, 


the car radio. Watch out for soothing 
music. You may like Beethoven or 
Brahms, but it may be safer to tune in 
to hillbilly music or rock 'n roll. 


See Your Doctor 


Beware the too-warm car in fall and 


winter. Excessive heat can make you 
sleepy. 
. 


The drugs you have taken may pro- • 


duce dangerous sleepiness. Play safe: 
ask your doctor if the drug he is giving 
you can affect your driving. 


f 
The barbiturate drugs, tranquflizers, 


antihtstamines and almost any drug 
used in treating high blood pressure 
can cause drowsiness. The hangover 
from a sleeping capsule may be lethal 
to the morning driver. Any drug you 
take should first be tried when you are 
not driving,to determine its effect. 


Can you do anything else? Yes. See 


. your physician and ask his advice. 


There are certain so-called anAleptic 
drugs which, under a doctor's guidance, 
can safely be used by some people 
when all other measures fail. 


But in the last analysis, the menace 


. of the sleepy driver is your responsi- 


bility and mine. We cannot blame all 
accidents on road-builders, or on the 
other fellow. You and I have a funda- 
mental duty. At all limes we must drive 
carefully, soberly — and stay awake. •

crowding out trout, bass and 
bluegill. 


Big Bear Lake has been re- 


ceding for years and seining and 
test spotting revealed that fish 
were boRiniiiR to die due to lack 
of oxygen. 


DFG OFFICIAILS concluded 


that the saturation point had 
been reached and the quota of 
trout 
ready 
for 
restocking 


would in all probability die as 
fish food and growing room 
were being depleted. 


Following a preliminary sur- 


vey made by the one-helicopter

spraying the 300 surface acres of 
Big Bear Lake which resulted 
in killing 250 tons of fish in one 
day. 


Since the fish died of suffoca- 


tion rather than poison, hun- 
dreds of persons gathered to 
pick up the two and three-pound 
bass, bullhead catfish and some 
trout, all of which were edible 
despite the fact they did not 
succumb from orthodox hook- 
and-line methods. 


ISESTOCKTNO OF the lake 


was delayed following the purge 
because of iow water. Rain and 
snow will soon be pouring gal- 
lons of mountain water into the 
thirsting shallows offering a re- 
vitalized home to the trout, sun- 
fish and large mouthed bass 
leaping to bait and lure. 


When the spring fishing sea- 


son opens, more than 60.000 
catcbable sized trout, plus the 
1957 allottmcnt of 20,000. will 
await to match wits svith fish- 
erman from this area. 


In addition, one quarter mil- 


lion fingcrling rainbows will be 
planted in the lake. They will 
have an excellent chance of sur- 
vival with "trash" fish gone. 


ACCORDING TO the Depart- 


ment of Fish and Game, results 
from the unprecedented treat- 
ment will not be fully realized 
until the 1958 season. However, 
officials expect the recent re- 
medial 
operation 
to 
attract 


many persons in 1957. 


So the day is near when fish- 


ermen will no longer have to go 
far, afield to show a creel-full 
limit for several hours of sport. 


Big Bear Lake will again live 


up to its "fishin1 hole" reputa- 
tion gained in former years.

Today I want to pass along a 


few suggestions on what should 
be done in the garden this \vcel<. 
The 
important thing in local 


gardening is being on schedule 
with your garden chores. This 
is the only way by which you 
can have an attractive garden. 


I£ you were growing dahlias 


last year and you have not yet 
dug up and taken cure of the 
old clumps, do so this week. Dig 
up the entire clump, being sure 
that .you don't cut into 
(lie 


tubers with yonr spade. Using a 
good force of water, wash the 
soil off the tubers, inspect them 
and discard any that are suffer- 
ing from disease (usually rot) 
or are badly injured. 


FOr.T.OVVlNCJ THIS, place the 


clump in a regular lug. cover 
the 
tubers 
lightly with 
peat 


moss, keep the peat moist and 
in a very short time the tubers 
will send out their new shoots. 
The tubers are then separated, 
cnre being taken to see that 
each tuber has a shoot or "eye." 
A tuber without an eye is abso- 
lutely worthless. 


After 
I lie dahlias have been 


dug up and taken cnre of, the 
dahlia bed should be prepared, 
ready for replanting. In prepar- 
ing the soil, be careful regard- 
ing the over-use of manures of 
any type. Too much manure! in 
the soil will cause the tubers to 
rot. 


Bone meal at the rate of six 


pounds to 100 sq. ft. along with 
organic fertilizer four pounds to 
100 sq. ft. will give good results 
Be sure to mix these products 
thoroughly with the soil. It you 
have a very heavy sijjl, dust the 
area to be planted with gypsum, 
using three pounds to 100 sq. fl. 
All ot these products are applied 
at the same lime and turned 
under the, full d e p t h of the 
spade. 


DAHLIA TKBEKS should he 


planted about five inches deep, 
the tuber being placed flat in 
the bottom of the hole. In order 
to eliminate the possibility oE 
injuring the tuber after it hns 
started growing, it is a good 
idea to set your supporting stake 
in place, at the time of planting. 
Cover 
the 
tuber 
with 
three 


inches of soil, filling in the de- 
pression once the new growth is 
above the surface of the bed. 


Give the tubers a good soak- 


ing immediately after planting, 
then water only as the soil bo-

Clivias Are a 
in the Garden 


By Bob Gil more 


Clivias do well in shade, 
the orange-red blooms ap- 
pearing ilame-like above 
the dark-toned -greenery. 


tf&NE OF THE MOST brillinnt 
"' flowers in the plant world 
Is the clivia. The dazzling or- 
ange-red blooms will highlight 
your garden scene, brightening 
up even the darkest corners. 


The cllvin actually thrives in 
the shade, a location where it 
shows off to the best advan- 
tage. 


A rather interesting charac- 


teristic of the clivia is that it 
enjoys being crowded. 
Plants 


grown in containers should be 
allowed to become potbound. As 
the plants develop they need not 
be shifted to increasingly larger- 
sized pots: They prefer a fairly 
rich soil. 


THE OLIVIA, often referred 


to as a dual purpose plant, can 
be grown cither outdoors in the 
shade or potted up for the con- 
servatory or patio. The flowers, 
characterized by their flame- 
like appearance, 
grow to a 


height of about 38 inches. The 
steins are stiff and fairly erect. 


Clivias must have adequate 


drainage as the plants are heavy 
drinkers. 
Heavy, water-logged 


soil may turn sour. Adobe or 
clay soils can bo conditioned by 
adding humus which improves 
porosity, aeration and general 
growing 
conditions. 
For 
pot 


culture use a soil mixture of 
light loam plus sand and eiOier 
leaf mold or peat; American 
peat will undoubtedly show a

Frequently ]ack 
of moisture will be responsibleN 
for this symptom. Apply suf- 
ficient water so the moisture 
gets down to the root zone. 


Clivias seem to prosper when 


grown by themselves in a more 
or less isolated location. It is 
best not to disturb them but, if 
necessary, 
divisions 
can 
be 


made during the spring season. 


Potted 
clivias can be fer- 


tilized easily by applying liquid 
plant food. Use a well balanced 
mixture, one that Is strong in 
the basic elements of nitrogen, 
phosphorous and potash. Nitro- 
gen Is beneficial in promoting 
leaf and stem growth; phos- 
phorous hastens maturity and 
stimulates root growth while 
potash strengthens stem and 
Icnf sections and tends to im- 
prove the coloring and quality 
of the flowers. 


IN THE OPEN garden either 


liquid plant food or one of the 
commercial dry foods may be 
used. If the latter is utilized, 
try to keep the particles off the 
leaves as they have a burning 
action. Should the plant food 
alight on the plant be sure to 
wash the entire plant immedi- 
ately; this step avoiding dam- 
age from burning. 


Clivias are usually sold by 


nurserymen in pots. The stock 
now being offered Is greatly im- 
proved to the clivias of 10 or 15 
years sgo. Certain California 
nurserymen have improved the 
strain and the coloring is deep- 
er, the leaves more robust.

If there is a reason for the tree 
being there, hy nil means hnvc 
it, hut don't follow this custom 
just because your neighbor has 
done so. Next week I will have 
more for you on this subject, 
suggestinn the best shrubs find 
trees to use in local gardens.-

This is the lime to begin pre- 


paring your soil where you're 
going to plant dahlias, chrysan- 
themums and ail the late bloom- 
ing plants which do not actually 
go into the ground for another 
couple of months. Spade barn- 
yard manure into the soil so 
that it has plenty of time to de- 
compose, and a little bone menl, 
w h i c h 
requires 
considerable 


time to begin to work. 


I always use soil sulphur (2',4 


to 3 Ibs.) in soil I'm going to 
prepare ahead of time. Then it 
is best to spade it in at least a 
little, so that it becomes an ac- 
tual part of your soil structure. 
Soil sulphur impregnated in the 
soil begins to release minute 
quantities of sulphuric acid and, 
through a phase of decomposi- 
tion that lakes place, the sul- 
phuric acid becomes the work- 
ing clement that releases vari- 
ous trace elements.

1. Keep your camera "snap- 


happy"

Not for the Birds

A moment-after a customer bought a 
canary in a San Bernardino, Calif., 
pet shop, the bird escaped from its 
cage. A clerk, trying to catch it, 
stumbled and-crashed into a glass 
showcase. Head and ear wounds re- 
quired 10 stitches. 


Uvolde, Tex., hail a 10-minute 
blackout. Reason: a 69,000-volt 
transformer was short-circuited 
when a sparrow tried to snitch a 
piece of copper wire for a nest. 


Near Huntsvillc, Ala., a truck loaded 
with 2,400 chickens rammed a 
bridge railing. Traffic was snarled 
for an hour while the driver and 
helpful motorists chased squawking 
fowl. Some remained missing. 


In Wichita, Kan., a young woman 
bird-watcher who discovered a fledg- 
ling on the ground suffered lacera- 
tions of the scalp when she was dive- 
bombed by two bluejays. They were 
trying to protect their young. 


When a burglar alarm in St. Mat- 
thews, K.y., clanged at midnight, 
cops came on the run.

Fla., because he I) wolf-whistled at 
girls, 2) rode on typewriter car- 
riages, 3) butted in on telephone con- 
versations by chattering into the 
mouthpiece. 


In Woodruff, S.C., a parakeet named 
•Jo-Jo overdid himself. Trained to 
awaken his master, who hated alarm 
clocks, the bird routed his boss out 
of bed punctually every morning — 
including Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. 


Owners of Elmer, a crow, were 
hailed into a California court with 
the bird. Charge: public nuisance. A 
neighbor complained that Elmer had 
been peeking at her through her bed- 
room window. 


Citizens of Loudenville, N.Y., stared 
when a Mock of robins fluttered 
about crazily, crashed against win- 
dows and finally flopped on the 
ground in a stupor.

Come war, lens-power could be almost as important 


as firepower. It might even prevent war if Ike's open- 
skies plan is adopted. Said Gen. Walter von Fritz, chief 
of the German General SiatT. in 1936: 'The nation 
w i t h Ihe bcsl reconnaissance will win Ihe next war." 
Unhappily for him. he was right. During World War 
II. 70 lo 90 per cent of Allied intelligence abotil the 
enemy came from aerial reconnaissance. The results 
in Korea were equally dramatic. 


Al Shaw, near-miracles of detection arc performed 


by teams of skilled men. Heading the learns are 
the reconnaissance or "Rccci" pilois (pronounced 
"Reeky"). "The Rccci pilot is unique among airmen." 
says I.t. Col. Dudley Adkins, Reconnaissance Chief 
for the 9ih Air Force. "He must have an abnormal 
amount of curiosity. In World War II we found, thanks 
lo such pilot curiosity, hidden enemy conccntralions. 
concealed headquarters, secret military positions and 
even underground factories." 


One pilot noticed two men peddling bicycles in the 


middle of a hombing raid. He concluded correctly 


that they weren't cut for exercise, but must be carrying 
messages from a nearby secret message center. An- 
olher high-cruising candid cameraman spotted a rail- 
road siding alongside a schoolhousc and took several 
close-ups. As he suspected, the schoolhouse was a 
camouflaged factory. Still another got curious over 
tracks that led into a mountain but didn't come out 
the other side. It was easily identified as an under- 
ground installation. 


In wartime, the Recci pilot is both advance man 


and follow-up. His first pictures unveil the target. 
Later he photographs the damage done by our bomb- 
ers. He flies alone and unarmed. 'There may not be 
much glory in flying a Rccci mission," Colonel Adkins 
says. "The pilot doesn't get any 'kills.' But he docs 
have one important satisfaction when the headlines 
announce a successful bomber raid; the Recci pilol 
can say to the bomber hoys, 'I was there before you, 
and I'll be hack after you.'" 


How to Make Pictures "Talk" 


These aerial photographers can get good pictures 


flying level at 40,000 feet. But sometimes they must 
swoop down low—risky work for unarmed aircraft. 
Such operations arc called "dicing missions" because 
pilots used lo loss dice to see who would get them. 


The other key figure in the reconnaissance team is 


ihe unsung, desk-bound photo interpreter or P.I.— 
the man who makes Ihe pictures "talk." His chief tool 
is the stereoscope which magnifies a photograph four 
limes and shows it in three dimensions. 


One of these picture wizards recently was handed 


an aerial view which would have been meaningless to 
most people. To Ihe untrained eye it seemed to show 
merely roads and long, narrow buildings. The only 
clue Ihe interpreter had was ihe exact time and gen- 
eral location the picture was lakcn. Yet he came up 
with a two-page report, amazingly detailed, which ac- 
curately told the important industrial slory hidden in 
the photograph. Some of his significant findings appear 
at lefl, along with Ihe picture he worked from. 


Unlocking the information in another aerial photo- 


graph. Ihe P.5. correctly identified it as an electric- 
power plant. His incredibly exact report included 
such facts as the thickness of walls, the number of 
turbines, 'generators and transformers on the prem- 
ises. He counted 36 freight cars on a siding and was 
able lo say all but four were loaded with coal.' 


To solve a picture riddle, the interpreter starts with 


a known object. A telephone pole might be a starting 
point, because he knows its height in a given country. 
Or he might work from a freight car or a popular- 
model automobile whose size he knows. And then 
there are other factors. 


"In our work shadows arc vitally important," one 


veteran P.I. explains. "Since we know the exact time 
each piclurc is lakcn and the approximate location, 
also the exact position of the subject in relation 10 thai 
spot, we can put these factors logclher and figure from 
the shadows most of the dimensions of a building and 
even Ihe height of a man photographed from six 
miles up." 


The Air Force has computed the exact position of 


the sun in every part of the world for every minute of 
every day of Ihe ycar.-Each picture is stamped witb 
the time il was taken and the general location. A P.I. 
with a photo taken at 2:03 p.m. over Detroit would go 
to the table for the sun's position then and there he- 
fore he started measuring shadows. 


The photo inlerprcter, usually young and often a 


sergeant, is among the most highly skilled of all mili- 
tary personnel. He must have a working knowledge 
of mathematics, transportation, industrial and military 
targets. He must know clicmistcy and metallurgy. He 
must be able to identify airfields, seaplane bases, radar 
sites, fuel-storage dumps. Of course, the P.I.'s have 
vast technical libraries at their disposal, but their 
general knowledge must tell them at a glance whether 
a picture is worth a detailed examination. ' 


The man who correctly identified the aluminum 


plant at left got off on the right track at once. He sus- 
pected it might be an aluminum plant because he 
knew that long, narrow buildings are the type in which 
metal is produced. Another vital clue was the amount 
of electric power lines he saw in the piclurc. 


Atomic installations arc dead give-aways. Radiation 


on photograph plates cannot be concealed effectively.

The P.I.'s also can spot new activity at airfields. They 
can tell from iiew construction whether it is to be an 
airport or a missile-launching site. They can keep con- 
slanl track of ship and troop movements. In short, they 
can see enough lo remove the threat of a surprise at- 
tack under the open-skies approach to disarmament. 


Each jet photo plane carries about 5)00,000 worth 


of photographic equipment. The expensive cameras 
are filled with image motion compensation which auto- 
matically eliminates blurring, even when the plane is 
moving at near the speed of sound. 


One plane may have as many as six huge cameras 


operating at one time — forward, lo the side arid 
downward.

Today, liccci pilots fly frequent peacetime missions for 


other Government agencies. They photograph forest fires 
for the Interior Department to determine Ihc damage to 
public Innds. They once photographed all South Carolina's 
lakes and counted the number of fishermen to help local 
authorities determine how much fish to slock. 


If Russia ever permits our photo planes to fly over her — 


territory, what would be accomplished? Here's the answer: 


"\Ve would get an immense amount of knowledge of 


their industrial and military power. The very presence of 
our Recci pilots would greatly reduce the possibility of a 
sneak military attack. If the Russians agree to the open-skies 
proposal, it would be a dramatic show of good faith that 
would instantly reduce world tension. 


"Of course. Soviet planes would gather a lot of informa- 


tion about our military and industrial strength. But because 
of our free press and the right of unrestricted travel here, 
the Russians already know pretty accurately most of the 
facts about our industrial and military capacity. Anyone can 
hire a plane and fiy over our country with a camera. 
The Russians or Soviet agents probably have clone this." 


How Photos Could Help Us 


Assuming the open-skies plan is accepted in good faith, 


the Air Force likely would do three things. First, (he pilots 
over Russia would lake pictures of large areas covering 
perhaps 100 square milos each. Next, the P.l.'s would study 
the pictures for anything interesting, unexpected or suspi- 
cious. If they spotted anything, Washington would request 
permission for a closer look. 


To measure production at a given point, the Air Force 


would like to take a series of pictures over a period of weeks. 
This would give an accurate idea of the raw materials com- 
ing into a plant and would lip off the While House whether 
Russia was living up to disarmament promises.

What's wrong with 


Many critics think it's aiming too low. If so, why? 


by PATRICK DALTON 


Arc you growing more critical of 'TV 
ihcsc days? If so, you're not alone. 


The sameness of current video offer- 


ings, the excess of quiz and juvenile 
programs, the seemingly endless commer- 
cials, the general lack of creative pro- 
gramming— these things are annoying 
not only the public bill also the people 
who make a living in television. 


Take Groucho Marx, who has just fin- 


ished his 10th season on TV. "1 have noth- 
ing 
against 
people 
making 
money," 


Groucho declared recently, "but I don't 
want to sec them doing it on my TV screen 
... I .used to watch a lot of TV, but no 
more, not with what they're showing these 
days." 


Points out Rod Serling, an outstanding 


video dramatist (he wrote Pattern.'!, The 


Strike, Kci/nifin 
for

Heavyweight): 


"Obviously in television there arc just too 
many people to please, too many themes 
to shy away from and loo many sacred 
cows lo dictate a choice of subject . . . 

Il 
assumed the average mentality of the 
audience on the basis of the lowcsl com- 
mon denominator, and its aim was almosl 
always downward." 


Says George Rosen, knowledgeable TV 


editor of Variety, the show-business trade 
paper: "This past video season adds up to 
the dullest, most uninspired semester in 
perhaps the entire 10-year life span of TV 
program progression."

What can you do about it? 


ming. There were occasional brilliant in- 
dividual shows, but no new personality to 
stand beside Phil Silvers, George Oobel, 
Dragnet's Jack Webb or Lucy and Desi 
Arnaz. TV's major "new" presentation 
was old movies. 


As for performers, such personalities 


as Bob Hope, Jimmy Durantc, Gobel and 
Donald O'Connor said they were planning 
to cut down their appearances or quit 
video entirely. "TV is a business," said 
Robert Young, star of Father Knows Best, 
"for very young people with strong backs." 


Many sponsors, too, have been increas- 


ingly disappointed in TV. Some would 
cancel their programs if they could. (Prac- 
tically all half-hour filmed video shows arc 
sold on non-cancelable 39-week contracts. 
The sponsor of a poor show is stuck with 
it for 39 weeks, unless he buys up the 
contract —• for an average minimum price 
of $35,000 a week.) 


Still another sign of disillusionment 


with TV is increased attendance at movie 
theaters. Early last month the nation's box 
offices were doing better than at any time 
since 1949. 


So — what's wrong with TV today? 


A Variety of Opinions 


The public speaks in terms of effect. 


PARADE took a random sampling in three 
West Coast cities — Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Oakland — and got thoughtful an- 
swers. 


From a Los Angeles housewife: "I think 


most television programs arc aimed at the 
13-year-old." 


From a San Diego filling-station attend- 


ant: "If one show is a success, they copy 
it until you get sick of the original. Take 
Ed Sullivan — he's got a good variety 
show. So they try to give us Steve Allen, 
Waller Winchell and Herb Shriner, all 
with the same kind of show." 


from an Oakland school teacher: "TV 


has such vast potential. What a pity that 
it's offering the people mediocrity." 


Mediocrity, say a number of television 


executives, will remain the rule so long 
as Ihe fate of network programs hangs by 
rating systems. As you may know, there 
now are some 37,250,000 U.S. homes with 
television sets. A program rating is sup- 
posed to reveal Ihe percentage of 37,250,- 
000 homes tuned in to a specific program. 


Four major companies sell rating serv- 


ices to networks and advertisers. These 
are Nielsen, Trcndex, American Research 
Bureau and Pulse, Inc. 


10-YEAR VETERAN Groucho Marx mokes a typical 
comment: "I used to watch a lot of TV, but no more," 


Nielsen ratings are obtained via an elec- 


tronic taping device called an audimetcr, 
placed in television sets In 800 sample 
homes throughout the nation. It records 
the stations to which the sets have been 
tuned. Critics ask: Do 800 homes out of 
37,250,000 represent an adequate sam- 
pling? 


Trendex ratings are obtained via tele- 


phone calls in 15 major cities where alt 
three major networks telecast. Approxi- 
mately 1,000 homes are called. The person 
who answers is asked what program he's 
watching, plus several other questions. 
Trcndex says it is not a rating service but, 
rather, provides "indices to a program's 
popularity." 
Objectors maintain that 


people who answer the phone will say any- 
thing and usually do. 


American Research Bureau employs the 


"diary technique." Approximately 2,000 
sample homes are given diaries to keep. 
People are asked to write down the pro- 
grams they've watched, the number of 
people who watched with them and other 
information. No one knows how many 
diaries are kept regularly, how many rep- 
resent hasty or inadequate memories. 


Pulse depends on home interviews. The 


day after a-program goes on the air, ap- 
proximately 6,000 people are interviewed; 
that is, they are handed a list of programs 
and asked to check those they watched the 
previous day. Critics object that most of 
us have short memories and, confronted 
with a list of programs, may simply check 
the most popular. 


With all their weaknesses, these four 


rating systems offer the best regular meas-

ure of program acceptance that TV has. 
Many observers wonder, however, whether 
it doesn't lean too heavily on them. 


"Instead of using the ratings as a guide," 


one TV executive told PARADE, "Ihe men 
in charge of TV programming use them as 
gospel. A show can be truly outstanding 
— but let it get a poor rating, and pretty 
soon.it's off the air or shunted to another 
network. A good rating, not a good pro- 
gram, has become the end-target in tele- 
vision today." 


The networks, of course, are in business 


to make money. This means rinding ad- 
vertisers to sponsor their programs. Few 
advertisers" are interested in raising the 
nation's cultural level via TV; they want 
sales, and that in turn calls for the biggest 
possible audience per show. Hence the 
tendency to stick to successful programs 
with high ratings, rather than to try any- 
thing new. 


When b • Duty DOM? 


The fact remains that the Federal Gov- 


ernment licenses television stations "to 
serve in the public interest." This implies 
a duty to enlarge the informational, edu- 
cational and entertainment horizons of the 
TV audience. 


Some network officials feel they are ful- 


filling their responsibility by giving the 
audience what it wants. "A mass medium," 
Frank Stanton of CBS has said, "must 
concern itself with the common .denomi- 
nator of mass interest." But there are dis- 
senters. "Television is not • fulfilling its 
mission," declares former NBC program- 
ming executive Fred Wile, "when it caters 
only to Ihe majority. It has an obligation 
over and above the majority. There is no 
reason to believe thai because certain types 
of programs are popular, they're the only 
ones that can succeed." 


The final answer, of course, lies with 


you, the American public. You can con- 
trol television programming by writing to 
the networks. If you like a program, say 
so; if not, say that. The netsvorks are sen- 
sitive to public opinion. In 1951, for ex- 
ample, Ihere were approximately 40 hor- 
ror programs on the air. Parental 
protests forced the networks to cancel 
some of- them. Only a few weeks ago, one 
network abruptly withdrew a new quiz 
program after public and critics de- 
nounced it as childish and ridiculous. 


So let the networks know how you feel. 


In the long run, where TV goes from here" 
is to a large extent your decision.

Daughter and memories 


keep Pat Penrose going 


THOUGHTFUL PAT gazes out o» sea her 
Naval-officer frusband loved. She finds-Capo 
Cod, where they honeymooned, a link «o past. 


WOODS HOLE, MASS. 


With the first whisper of spring, Pat Penrose and 
her 9-year-old daughter, Pam, go into the garden 
outside their garage apartment here and plant 
flowers. Pat loves flowers, but planting is a painful 
lime — like, she says, "having a dull knife in your 
heart." It is something her husband and she always 
did together — and Pat has been a widow more 
than seven years. 


She is 36 now, her dark-brown hail beginning to 


show gray, and ofcr the years since Ted Penrose 
was accidentally electrocuted, she has managed to 
fashion a life for herself and for Pam. It includes 
a five-room apartment here on Cape Cod, a nurse's 
job at the Falmouth Medical Association and what 


the pholos on these pages illustrate: the infinitely 
demanding task of being both mother and father 
to a growing daughter. 


Pal hates lo be called "courageous," and she 


doesn't like sympathy much belter. "I'm not a lost 
soul," she says. "I haven't been left with nothing to 
live for." But nothing compensates for the sudden 
twists of pain, which can come from something 
as simple as a broadcast of a ball game. Ted was a 
baseball fan who listened to the old Boston Braves' 
games religiously. 


Perhaps one reason Pat Penrose brushes off 


sympathy and admiration is that she realizes so 
many other women are in the same boat. There are, 
in! Pat's age bracket, 447,000 widows in the U.S.; 
correspondingly, the number of wifeless husbands 
between 35 and 44 is only 90,000. In all at-e 
brackets, there are 7!-i million widows, more than 
thm"? times the number of widowers. 


These statistics showing that women outlive men 


— and by a considerable margin — have given 


pause to doctors, social workers, government plan- 
ners and insurance actuaries. They have been 
accented in insurance advertising and dramatized 
in books on "how to train your wife to be a 
widow." 


Nonetheless, on October 8, 1949, Pat found her- 


self with no idea of how to remold a life alone. 
Only once in their marriage had Ted tried to discuss 
the prospect. Pat closed the subject with a'shudder: 
"1 don't want to think about it. It won't ever 
happen." 


After all, they had been planning for a long 


lime for a long and happy married life. She and 
Ted Penrose grew up within a few blocks of each 
other in Canton, Mass., about 15 miles southeast 
of Boston. Ted grew up to go to Tufts College and 
the Naval Academy; he spent six years in the Navy, 
winning the Distinguished Service Cross for saving 
a shipmate's life, and emerged a full commander. 
Pat entered nurse's training, then spent four years 
as an Army nurse. Such long separations didn't

change their plans a bit. They were married March 
16, 1946, in a whirl because Ted was being sent to 
Bikini atoll for the atomic-bomb tests. 


The Penroses made elaborate plans. Ted took a job 


at the famous Oceanographic Institute here, and Pat 
worked as a nuisery-school teacher. They lived in a 
"darling" Cape Cod house and spent evenings drawing 
plans for their eight-rooi,i dream house. They went 
swimming, fishing, visiting and picture-taking. 


And on January 14, 1948, Pamela was born. Ted 


was a typical proud father; he carried a wallet 
crammed with pictures. Pam responded. When she 
was old enough to walk, she would stand by the door 
and wait for him to come home. Life seemed full, 
rich, without a cloud. 


Pat found her husband's, body by herself. It was 


Saturday, arid he had gone to the lab to catch up on 
some work, calibrating deep-sea thermometers. He 
planned to come home for a late tunch, but by 5 p.m. 
he had not appeared. Worried, Pat went to the lab 
to look. 


The lights still were on. The floor was covered with 


water. And- in a far corner, lying face down on a 
bench, was Ted. Her nurse's training told Pat imme- 
diately that he was dead. The medical examiner said 
he apparently had touched a wet pipe while in contact 
with a live wire. 


She Faced Her Problems 


The next few minutes — indeed, the next few 


months —were unreal for Pat. She never broke down 
— "My people are English and we've been trained to 
stand up under tragedy," she says — but she drifted 
about in a daze. Besides, she felt she couldn't cry in 
front of the baby. As the volley fired over Ted's grave 
died away, she began to realize she was alone. 


"As a child, I always was taught to 'cope with situa- 


tions," Pat says. "I think I've coped with mine." For a 
time she withdrew from people; then she began to meet 
her problems head-on. She moved in with her family- 
and went to work, and later she went to Boston Uni- 


versity and earned a degree in nursing. She is studying 
now for a master's degree. When Pam gets older, she 
would like to teach nursing. 


College helped Pat in many ways. She met war 


widows with a much harder road than hers. She met 
students who worked a full day and took a full col- 
lege course, pushing themselves to exhaustion. 


As soon as she could, she moved back to Woods 


Hole, where people knew Ted and where his memory 
lingered in the dunes and the fog.' Pam helped to dec- 
orate the apartment overlooking the sea. Mother and 
daughter are inseparable companions. 


Her Daughter Comes First 


Life has settled into a routine, with few highlights. 


Pat has learned to fix bicycles, to roughhouse with her 
daughter, to be a handyman. Added to her chores as 
wife and mother, plus odd hours at work, it's quite a 
load. But Pam — playing with Pam, shopping with 
her, getting her ready for school — comes first. 


Pat realizes her daughter needs a father. For a while, 


Pam would point out men on the street and tell her 
•nothcr, "I think he'd be a nice daddy." Pat's friends, 
too, have pointedly arranged meetings with eligible 
men. No romance has blossomed. 


She hasn't closed the door on remarriage. "I like 


and enjoy male company, and I'm not going to be a 
hermit," she says. But she doubts that she ever will 
find another Ted. 


There are men in her life. The first is the family 


doctor, on whom she leans for blunt-spoken advice in 
all fields. The second is her minister. A deeply re- 
ligious Episcopalian, Pat is consoled by the faith that 
she will meet Ted again. 


Still, nothing compensates for the pain here and 


'now. "You never really adjust," she says. "It's always 
there, no matter where you arc or what you do. If Pam 
and I walk along the beach, I think how much more 
wonderful it would be for both of us if there were two 
parents instead of one. Ifs something that aches con- 
tinuously.

He's truly an 
'old cowhand' 


Tucson's rodeo king Ed Echois 
remembers the real Wild West 


by SID ROSS and KARL KOHRS 


TUCSON, ARIZ. 


As the official "kickoff" for the 1957 
rodeo season, Tucson's 31st annual rodeo 
— La Fiesta tic los Vat;iieros — comes 
to climax today. 


For the past four days, the Old West 


hiis lived again here, and a living symbol 
of Jhosc hard-riding days is the man 
shown in the pholo above — Ed Echo.ls, 
one of the last of Arizona's old-time 
cowboys. 


Everybody in this part of the country 


knows Ed, a reticent, six-foot giant of a 
man with crinkles at the corners of his 
eyes and a silver thatch of hair. Origi- 
nator of Tucson's annual rodeo, Ed is one 
of (he last remaining links with the old 
frontier. Now a hale 78, he has held the 
title of World's Champion Cowboy, and 
in his lime has been sheriff, peace officer, 
ranchman — and just plain cowpoke. 


Born in Slockdale, Tex., in 1879, Ed 


emigrated to Arizona in a covered wagon 
and practically grew up in the saddle. 
An expert rider and steer-roper, he even- 
tually toured with several Wild West 
shows. During those days he made 
friends with two other cowboys — Will 


. Rogers and Tom Mix, when they were 


silent-screen stars o_f the '20s. 


Back to the Open Range 


Ed himself scorned a screen career 


when, as he says, "they tried to (ell me 
how to wear a hat and get on a horse so 
I'd look like a cowboy." He went back to 
the open range, and that is the life he 
describes for PARADE in his typical cow- 


' man's draw). 


"The cowpuncher of 50 years ago," 


says Ed, "usually came from the farms. 
They were men who didn't want to spcn J 
their life pullin' up weeds and bein' tied 
lo crops. But they didn't become cowboys 
to gel away from hard work. There's

nothin' harder, with less money, than a 
cowboy's life. In those days a cowhand 
worked for $15 a month. In Arizona it 
was better — they was payin' $30 or $35 
a month when I came here. Still, it was 
terrible hard work." 


On the range, the cowboy got up as 


soon as it was light enough to catch and' 
saddle the horses. Breakfast was beef, 
beans, potatoes, plenty of gravy and lols 
of coffee. 


Nursemaid to Cattle 


"Then," Ed says "a cowhand would 


spend all day rounding up cattle in the 
roughest, wildest country you ever saw. 
If there was a wild cow trying lo run 
away, he'd have to rope her. If one got 
caught in a bog, he'd have to pull her 
out. If he found a cow with screw worms 
— which can kill cattle — he'd try to 
doctor her up with a creosote dip he 
carried in a sort of 'first aid' pack. Or if 
there was an unbrandcd calf, he'd rope 
it, build a fire and brand it. 


"Then," Ed says, "a cowhand would 


help build dirt tanks to catch valuable 
rain water. Then there were odd jobs to 
do around the ranch house — building 
and repairing fences, and the like.. By the 
time it gol dark and the cowboy turned 
his horse into the corral, he was a mighty 
tired hombrc." 


The standard picture of the cowboy as 


a "rootin,' tootin,1 shootin' " character 
gels short shrift from Echois. Says he: 
"Fifty years ago, a lot of the boys never 
even owned a gun. The Indians had been 
pretty well whooped out of here by then. 
On the range, you were safer without -A 
gun. Fact is, if you saw a guy who was 
always wearing a gun you suspicioned 
he might be on the dodge." 


If a cowboy wanted to "paint the 


town" fie had to save his fireworks for 


Christmas or the Fourth of July, his only 
two days off during the entire year. 


"On the Fourth," Ed recalls, "every- 


body took off for the nearest town. You'd 
go into a saloon to have a sociable drink 
— not to kill anybody. The saloon was a 
right peaceable place because cowboys 
were all pretty civilized fellows. You'd 
sit around and swap yarns and see who 
could tell the biggest lie. 


"If there was'a show — the word 


'rodeo* wasn't yet in common use {it's a 
Mexican word, meaning 'roundup') — 
you'd go and rope a steer for a cash prize. 


"Outside of gamblin', there wasn't 


much entertainment. Very few. .saloons 
had dancing girls. They was pretty strict 
about women's morals in those days. 
Why, even a woman who'd come'lo town 
wearing boots and long pants was liable 
to get arrested." 


A Rugged, but Free, Life 


Most cowboys of frontier days, Ed 


says, were content to come to town one 
or two days out of a year, get a lilllc 
drunk, gamble a bit and then go back to 
the lonely prairies. No cowpoke ever fell 
sorry for himself. The life was rugged — 
bul he was free. 


Of today's cowboy, Ed says: "He's gol 


il sofl. He might not be cowboy enough 
lo know how to open and shut a pasture 
gale, but he sure knows how to dress up 
like a cowhand and talk waddy lingo. 


"But 
there's really no need for the 


rugged training and life the cowboy used 
to have. Now the callle arc all fenced in, 
and (here's trucks lo lake them lo the 
railroad. With al! these modern ways of 
ranching, there's no call any more for 
the old-time cowhand's skill." 


Ed sums il up philosophically: "Well, 


that's how it is. There ain't no point in 
livin' in the past..."

"Riile a .shark? Wouldn't it be dangerous?" 


Thai's wlial most people say wlicucvcr I talk about a 


favorite sport of mine. Anil they're riyht: shark riding is 
dangerous. Nobody 1 know has ever been seriously hurt, 
but one split-second of carelessness could cost you an arm 
or leg — or worse. 


I learned the spoil from Bahama natives; some Pacific 


islanders also arc avid shark riders. Lately a few white skin 
divers have been taking a crack at it. 


First thing you learn is that all sharks arc not ridcalile; 


the hammerhead and tiger, to name a couple, arc just too biy 
rind tough. In these pictures, taken in the Bahamas, I'm rid- 
ing a nurse shark, a rather slow-moving eight-footer. The 
nurse shark has a small mouth of hard-packed teeth but he 
never attacks if left atone. Climb on his back, though, and 
he's as savage as a hammerhead. 


To board the nurse, wail till he comes into shallow water 


to feed. A native angles his dinghy, carrying you and two or 
three spearmen, as close as possible. (You need them as 
standby protection — just in case.) Then you spring from the 
gunwale, aiming to latch onto the pectoral fins just behind 
the shark's head. 


Catch as Catch Can 


A volcano erupts when you smack down on the shark's 


sandpaper-like back. He bucks and twists savagely, diving :o 
the bottom, scraping you along the sand to rub you off. 
(If he Ifghts out for a reef, quit fast; he can cut you to shreds 
on the coral in no lime.) 


To hang on while he's thrashing, twist your legs around 


the shark's body in a scissors hold. And as soon as you can, 
sink your fingers into tfic soft fleshy gill slits. This clogs up 
the shark's breathing cycle, slowing him down.. 


•Hut your hold on (he fleshy gills begins to slip. You reach 


again for the pectoral fins. 


And that sets off a new explosion. The shark hucks, 


doubling backward; then he dives for the bottom, again try- 
ing to scrape off his jockey. 


liy this time, 10 to 15 seconds have elapsed. You've been 


underwater about half thai lime and are beginning to feel it. 
You double your legs.under you and kick away. As you do, 
Ihe spearmen move in to fend off ihc shark if he should 
attack. 


Bui almost always the astounded shark flees to deeper 


water — I .suspect to hide his embarrassment.

This faith healer has. virtually split 


AMSTERDAM. 


For the past yciir ihc mosl tulkctl-nhout wonum 
in Europe hiis been the Duich faith healer, fil- 
ycar-old M,irgarclh;i Grocl Hofmans. liosom 
friend of Queen Juli;m;i, whose partially blind 
youngest cliiughter she lias allcniptcd to faith- 
cure, this mannish, gray-haired woman has fig- 
uratively torn Holland in two. 


Her disciples — including the Queen, states- 


men and financial bigwigs — call her "a God- 
send, a near-saint, a hlessing from heaven." 


Her 
detractors — including Juliana's hus- 


band Prince Bcrnhard, their daughter Princess 
Beatrix and several leading cabinet ministers — 
denounce her as "a potential Rasputin, a Svcn- 
gali, a mountebank." 


What is the truth about this woman who has 


caused a notorious rift between 47-year-old 
Queen Juliana and her 45-year-old consort; who 
has made the entire Dutch nation uneasy? Docs 
she really have occult powers? Can she really 
effect miraculous cures? 


Last August a special three-man royat com- 


mission thoroughly investigated Greet Hofmans 
and her influence. It counseled the Queen to 
I > break definitely with her, 2) keep away from 
meetings with the Hofmans sect and 3) remove 
recognized Hofmans followers from the court. 


Nothing, however, was said of Greet Hofmans' 
powers or lack of powers. 


IJowing to public opinion. Queen Juliana this 


winter "honorably discharged" five champions 
of Greet Hofmans from her court, (Among 
them: two private secretaries, the grand mistress 
of the royal household, the Queen's chamber- 
lain.) But then she appealed to the nation for 
the right to conduct her private life as she saw 
best. And she accused certain groups of trying 
to drive a wedge between her and Prince Dcrn- 
hard. 


Since then it has been whispered that the 


Queen still secretly sees Greet Hofmans, who 
lives five minutes' ride from Ihc palace. 


Why Juliana Cares 


The Queen (devoutly Calvinist with a strong 


leaning toward mysticism) is convinced that 
prayer and faith will improve Ihc defective eye- 
sight with which Princess Marijke, now 9, was 
born, ll is said the Queen soon will abdicate in 
favor of her eldest daughter, Princess Beatrix, 
or divorce Prince flernhard — or both. A palace 
intimate told me Juliana is torn between devo- 
tion to her husband and recurrent fits of melan- 
choly over the tragic fate of little, Marijke, who 
is blind in the left eye.

Queen Juliana still reproaches herself over 


her fourth child. She contracted Gcrriian measles 
during her pregnancy, and still blames herself 
for the little girl's handicap. The Dutch people 
understand this; when an operation saved one 
of the princess eyes in 1948, they rejoiced. The 
doctor said then that there was no cure for the 
other eye. But the Queen refused to reconcile 
herself to that diagnosis. 


A year later, Prince Bernhard heard that a 


Miss Greet Hofmans was supposed to have 
achieved remarkable cures. He brought her 
home to meet the Queen. The royal couple ques- 
tioned the faith healer, agreed to let her treat 
little Marijke. Miss Hofmans was given her own 
room at the palace — and then began her build- 
up. Her followers obtained positions of power 
and influence at the court. 


By 1952, Prince Bernhard had concluded that 


the faith healer's methods were unsuccessful. He 
also was annoyed by the active part Greet Hof- 
mans and her fellow-travelers were taking in 
government. The Prince, for example, is a pro- 
found believer in NATO. Greet Hofmans and 
her followers generally say Holland should re- 
main neutral in the U.S.-Russia tug-of-war. The 
Prince was fearful that Hofmans was turning the 
Queen in the neutralist political direction. 


Supposedly he asked Greet Hofmans why she 


had failed to cure the little princess. The an- 
swer, reportedly given to Queen Juliana, was: 
"Your husband resists spiritually." At this, Bern- 
hard is said to have stormed: "Either Greet Hof- 
mans leaves the palace or I do!" 


Thus, apparently, began the rift which a Ger- 


man newsmagazine revealed publicly for.the 
first time last summer. Only then would Dutch 
newspapers print anything about it. When it was 
suggested that Greet Hofmans be exiled, the 
Queen refused. Today Hofmans has been ban- 
ished from the palace along with some of her 
followers. But there is no one in Holland who 
can tell the Queen of the Netherlands to whom 
she may or may not talk. So Greet Hofmans 
still lives here, practices faith healing, is con- 
stantly expanding her circle of influence. 


A Background of Mysticism 


Of her past — she has been a typist and a 


factory worker — she will say absolutely noth- 
ing. A friend of hers told me, "Hofmans was on 
the verge of committing suicide 10 or 12 years 
ago when suddenly a voice spoke to her. It said, 
'You have a mission to fulfill and that mission 
is to act as a medium between God and suffering 
mankind.' That at least is what she says." 


Hofmans defines her work as "dedicating 


people to Christ if the wish to be so dedicated is 
expressed by them.. If they ask for spiritual help, 
the answer they receive does not lie in my hands. 
My calling is to belong to the highest authority 
without any reservations and to serve mankind. 
The help I give works in a manner acceptable 
to the minds of the persons concerned. I dedi- 
cate them and their souls grow strong." . 


To learn how she puts these words into prac- 


tice, I called on one of her followers, Mrs. Cor- 
nelius Kars, mother of a 17-year-old son. 


"I don't care what anyone tells you," Mrs. 


Kars began, "Greet Hofmans is a great woman. 
She has performed miracles. You saw my son 
Peter when he answered the door? Well, eight 
years ago he was going blind, turbidity of both 


' corneas. The doctors were afraid it would spread 


to the retina and the eye nerves. They advised 
an immediate operation. My husband instead 
took the boy to Miss Hofmans." 


"Yes," Mr. Kars confirms, "my boy couldn't 


see five yards in front of him. He had to go to a 


. special school. Six months after Miss Hofmans 


began her treatment, the boy began to improve. 
Today he sees fine. 


"I would go through fire for that woman. She 


takes no money.for her services. She is honest 
and good and inspired. The boy was going com- 
pletcly blind and she saved him. I took the boy 
to our family doctor. He couldn't explain Peter's 
cure. 'It's a miracle,' he said." 


The Kars family feeling is far from universal 


here. But the average Dutchman thinks Queen 
Juliana has the right to consult anyone she likes. 
What he doesn't approve of is giving a faith 
healer any voice in his government. At the mo- 
ment he believes Prince Bernhard and the eider 
statesmen have muted that voice. 


How long it will remain silent depends on 


Queen Juliana. She is an iron-willed, tormented 
woman. And, despite all royal proclamations, 
she lives in a divided house.

FALLING ASLEEP 
AT THE WHEEL

HELLAIRU, MIC!). 


You are driving along a road more 
straight lhan curved, without much 
traffic. Your .senses arc Hilled hy ihc 
purr of the motor. You pay less anil 
less attention lo your driving. What lies 
ahead begins to hlur — llien s'.iddenly 
you come lo wilh a Mart. 


Mere you are over the center line, 


with an oncoming car desperately veer- 
ing— and you avoid il hy inches! You 
have jus! missed heing one of the 1.500 
motorists killed or one of the 53.000 
injured each year on our highways hy 
dozing at the wheel. 


Safety experts say the sleepy driver 


causes more accidents lhan all drivers 
wilh physical defects put together. This 
menace is not one thai licensing bu- 
rcaus can do anything ahoul. Driver 
for driver, a sleepy one is just as much 
a hazard as a drinking one. 


13 Orphaned Children 


Almost every week newspaper sio- 


ries tell of "the driver who apparently 
went to sleep at the wheel." Typical arc 
the IVfO Detroit falhers killed while go- 
ing home from a night shift, leaving 13 
children orphaned; and Ihc soldier in 
Texas who drove off ihe road lo sleep 
and was killed hy another driver who 
fell asleep at Ihe wheel. 


Among ihe lucky sleepy drivers is 


the young executive in;my slate who, 
after a day's work, frequently drives

100 miles lo meetings. One nighl he 
awoke behind ihe wheel to find himself 
going down a two-lane road side hy 
side wilh a truck and trailer! 


Dozing at the wheel is not restricted 


lo night-time driving. Many "fatigue" 
accidents occur in hroad daylight. The 
worst accidbnt lasl year in my rural 
county came al 10 a.m. — obviously 
caused hy fatigue. 


What can you and I do about Ihis 


problem? First, we must recognize it as 
one of the hazards of driving.and take 
appropriate preventive measures, just 
as we recognize the hazards of slippery 
roads or foggy weather. 


• Second, we can reduce the risk of 
fatigue hy avoiding unnecessary trips 
unless we arc resled. Tin's in 
itself 


would tlo the IJIO.TI to cut down fariguc- 
ruused accidents. Too often we plan 
a week-end trip with 100 or more miles 
of driving after an exhausting day al the- 
factory or office. Too often this results 
in terrible accidents. 


in planning a vacation motor trip, 


we would have a safer, more enjoyable 
time if we scheduled relatively shorl, 
easy days of driving, with slops and side 
trips to break the monotony. 


If much of our driving is commer- 


cial, we can insist that the daily mile- 
age not be excessive. We must resist 
the temptation la try lo sec thai extra 
customer because of Ihe extra cash it 
might bring. Thai cash won't mean 
much to the driver's widow. 


We can reduce the fatigue-produc- 


ing factors of our car. We can be sure 
that the muffler doesn't leak, adding 
deadly carbon monoxide to the air in- 


side. We can leave Ihc window partly 
open in traffic" to avoid drawing in 
fumes from other cars. 


We can reduce glare fatigue by 


equipping our new cars wilh crash 
panels instead of a shiny metallic dash-' 
board. In sunny climates, non-glare 
glass will help, or the wearing of dark 
glasses in the daytime. (They should 
not, of course, he worn al nighl because 
of the reduced visibility.) 


We should nol drive loo soon after 


a big meal, particularly after a heavy 
noon lunch. 


Alcohol, even in small quantities, is 


Moo dangerous to mix wilh our driving. 
The driver oflcn forgets thai in quicl 
surroundings small amounts act as a 
sedative. 


On the road we should lake a "rest 


stop" al leasl every hour or two. The 
driver should get oul, stretch and walk 
around whether or not he feels lired. 
This is a good lime for a cup of colfce 
or cola drink which will supply caffeine 
to help us stay alert. Caffeine contain- 
ing tablels may be used if your doclor 
advises ihem. 


It is safer to travel with someone 


lhan in "go it alone," particularly if you 
can alternalc al the wheel. However, if 
you nap while your companion drives, 
he sure thai you arc fully awake before 
you take over. Conversation can help 
keep you awake, hul if your passengers 
run out of thai and you gel sleepy, Iry 
ihe car radio. Watch oul for soothing 
music. You may like Heelhoven or 
Brahms, bill il may he safer to tune in 
to hillbilly music or rock 'n roll. 


See Your Doctor 


Deware ihe too-warm car in fall and 


winler. Excessive heat can make you 
sleepy. 


The drugs you have taken may pro- 


duce dangerous sleepiness. Play safe; 
ask your doctor if the drug he is giving 
you can affect your driving. 


The barbiturate drugs, tranquilizcrs, 


anlihistamines and almost any drug 
used in treating high blood pressure 
can cause drowsiness. The hangover 
from a sleeping capsule may lie lethal 
to Ihc morning driver. Any drug you 
lake should first be iried when you are 
not driving lo determine its effect. 


Can you do anylhing else? Yes. See 


your physician and ask his advice. 
There arc certain so-called analcplic 
drugs which, under a doctor's guidance, 
can safely be used hy some fit'opl? 
when all olhcr measures fail. 


Bui in the last analysis, the menace 


of the sleepy driver is your responsi- 
bility and mine. We cannot hlamc all 
accidents on road-huilders, or on the 
other fellow. You and 1 have a funda- 
mental duly. Al all limes we must drive 
carefully, soberly — and stay nwitkc. •
